The jury were sent back to 
reconsider the case of Thomas Martin, the bill 
ggainst whom they had rejected, and after

It is understood that the Government will 
demand the extradition of Walsh, Sheridan, 
and Tynan. Itis considered no longer open 
to the United States to refuse to extradite 
them. It is believed that Tynan will turn in-

Aman named Hawkins has been arrested 
bere. He will be arraigned to-morrow with 
Bugene Kingston and others on the charge of 
conspiracy to murder Poole, a Fenian Centre, 
who turned informer. 

Lonpon,. May 3.—A rumor prevails here 
that the United States Government has con- 
yented to extradite Tynan, Walsh, and Sheri- 
fan, who were to-day indicted by the Grand 
Jury at Dublin for murder. 

Dr. Gallagher, Bernard Gallagher, Wilson, 
Curtin, Ansburgh, Whitehead, and* Dalton, 
the seven men charged with treason felony in 
connection with the dynamite conspiracy, 
were again arraigned in the Bow-Street Police 
Court this morning. The session was occupied 
in the reading of the evidence taken at the pre- 
vious hearings, at the!conclusion of which the 

isoners were remanded for another week. 

Bewtrast, May 3.—Two hundred persons, 
who are known tobe members of the Patri- 
otic Brotherhood, have left Crossmaglen, 
County Armagh, and its vicinity because of 
revelations which have been made recently 
wmplicating them in unlawful acts. 

Toubos May 4.—The Times says: “If a 
jemand for the extradition of Tynan, Walsh, 
wnd 6 Skeridan be made, it will be 
based not on a charge of general conspiracy, 
which must be held to wear a political : aspect, 
but on the specific criminal accusation.”

‘NO AGREEMENT WITH ENGLAND. 
RUMORS THAT THE REFUGEES WILL BE 8UR- 
RENDERED WITHOUT FOUNDATION. 

Wasurneton, May 3.—The news of the 
indictment of Tynan, Walsh, and Sheridan for 
murder by the Dublin Grand Jury did not ex- 
tite much interest here to-day until inquiries 
began to be made from New-York as to wheth- 
er the indictments had been found dependent 
upon an agreement between the Govern- 


ment of the United States and the British 
Government or its representative here that 
the men should be surrendered. The corre- 
spondent of THE Times called upon Secretary 
of State Frelinghuysen this evening to ascer- 
tain from him any facts bearing upor the 
subject that he felt at liberty to commu- 
nicate. Mr. Frelinghuysen had learned of 
the indictments, but only through the newspa- 
pers. When asked whether an understanding 
pad been reached through diplomatic negotia- 
tions, by which Irish refu; in this country 
were to be extradited, if indictments were 
found against-them,he answered explicitly that 
be had heard of no such understanding, and did 
not believe any had been reached. e report 
was mentioned that affidavits to secure the ex- 
tradition of Tynan, or ‘* Number One” had 
been in Washington for two weeks. The Sec- 
retary was as explicit in his reply to this sug- 
gestion as be was to the one about the reported 
agreement for the extradition of the three in- 
dicted men. He said that if the affidavits were 
here, he knew nothing of them, had ‘not seen 
them and did not believe they were here. It 
bas been known that the Cabinet has dis- 
eussed some phases of the Irish question 
within a fornight, principally devoting itself 
to informal propositions as to the proper 
pourse to be pursued im case the dyramite men 
should become so bold as to need attention. 
Mr. Frelinghuysen declined positively to say 
anything about Cabinst discussiens, but re- 
marked that he thought he had answered the 
other inquiries very explicitly. 

Mr. Henry Howard, the second Secretary of 
the British Legation, corroborates the state- 
ment of the Secretary of State, and says that 
he knows of no agreement by the United 
Btates, made before the indictment of the 
yefugees, to hand them over to the British 
authorities when indicted. As yet neither 
the State Department nor the representatives 
of the British Government can say what will 
be done. The State Department will not take 
any steps in anticipation ef a demand for ex- 
tradition. The British Minister will prob- 
ably receive instructions before presenting a 
demand, although it is surmised that the affi- 
davits in regard to Tynan, said to have 
been here for two weeks, may be in his posses- 
sion to be used as soon as the Minister is offi- 
cially notified to proceed to use them. If the 
State Department is in possession of more in- 
formation than it has given, it is to be in- 
ferred from what its officers say that the in- 
formation is not a public matter, and that 
some reasons not readily understood must gov- 
ern the department in being reticent about a 
matter of such general interest. 

The law which will regulate extradition 

dings in the cases of the persons above 
mentioned, should their surrender be demand- 
pd, is contained in Article X. of the treaty of 
Aug. 9, 1842, which is as follows: 

It is agreed that the United States and her Bri- 
tannic Majesty shail, upon mutual requisitions by 
them, or their Ministers, officers, or authorities, 
respectively mode. deliver up to justice all 
persons who, being charged with the erime of 
murder, or assault with intent to commit 
murder, er piracy, or arson, or robbery, or 
forgery, or the utterance of forged paper, com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of either, shall 
seck an asylum or ehali be found within 
the territories of the other: previded, that 
this shall only be done upon ®such  evi- 
dence of criminality as according to the laws 
ot the place where the fugitive or person so 
sharged shall be found would justify Fis appre- 
hension and commitment for trial if the crime or 
offense had there been committed, and 
the respective Judges and other magis 

rates of the two Governments _ shail 

fo ©6power, jurisdiction, and authority, 
upon complaint made under oath, to issue a war- 
rant for the apprehension of the fugitive or person 
go charged, tuat be may be brought before sueh 
Judges or other magistrates, respectively, to the

TYNAN ALSO IN NEW-YORK,. 
WHAT THE ACCUSED MEN AND THEIR Coun- 
SEL SAY—THE LAW IN THE MATTER, 
The news of the indictment of Tynan, 

Walsh, and Sheridan, coupled with the state- 

nent that proceedings iooking to the ex- 

tradition of these men were in progress, 
created great excitement among _ Irish- 


men generally in this City yesterday. 


One signifieant fact was disclosed, also, 
which was not altogether reassuring to those 
who are interested in the agitation of the [rish 
question. This is that Tynan, the mysterious 
“Number One” referred to by the informer 
Carey and now indicted, is at present 
in this City under the surveillance 
of English detectives, who are only 
awaiting the order to take him 
into custody. Tynan’s wife and children are 
said to be with him. Some representative 
Irishmen, who admitted the fact of Tynan’s 


presence in the City, refused to tell his exact 
address, saying they did not have permission 
todo so. There was an Irishman in a chop- 
house in Barclay-street yesterday afternoon 
who bore a striking resemblance to the pictures 
of ‘“‘ Number One,” He wore clothes of a for- 
eign cut and spoke with a slight foreign ac- 
cent. ‘“ Number One,” according to pub- 
lished pictures of him, wears glasses, and the 
stranger did not. He laughed when he was 
asked it he was ‘‘ Number One,” and shook 
his head as if in denial. Two wood-cuts 
of *“*Number One” are printed in a 
late issue of a London paper. One shows the 
head and shoulders, and represents a man 
with a full beard and mustache, rather 
prominent nose and forehead, and wear- 
ing eye-glasses. In the other ‘*‘ Number One” 
es as a militiaman in the uniform of the 
irteenth Middlesex or Queen’s Westmin- 
ster Rifles. Tynan is described as a man 
about 45 years old, rather above the 
medium height, and of werful build. 
Several years ago he endeavored to es- 
tablish a mews agency outside of the 
railway station at Kingstown, and for a time 
seemed to be competing successfully with the 
news agents within the station and to be mak- 
ing money by his enterprise. Eventually, how- 
ever, he was compelled to withdraw from his 
undertaking and he became a commercial trav- 
er. in the meantime he had become active in 
the Irish societies. The London paper says: 
“Be seems to have been the trusted agent 
of the Fenian desperadoes and others 
in England who found the means to 
pay i assassins, It was he who 
initiated Carey and appointed him Head 
Centre for Dublin,'‘and paid him various sums 
of money to promote the sole object of the con- 
federacy, ‘to make history’ by assassination.” 
Tynan remained in London for some time 
after the murders in Phoenix Park, and ac- 
cording to ‘some reports down tothe very time 
when the chief informer’s revelations were on 
the eve of being made. Then he hastily took 
his departure from England. He was 
traced to Liverpool, and thence, early in the 
resent year, to Paris. According to a French 
journal he went from Paris to Cannes, where 
he was present at the Carnival, and actually 
witnessed the procession at Nice frem under 
the balcony on which Mr. Gladstone was stand- 


ing. 

Risin is convinced that there is no danger 
of a Eg proceedings being success- 
ful. . Ford, of the Irish World, asserted 
with much positiveness yesterday that Tynan 
isin the City attending to business that he 
has here, well knowing that his every 
movement is watched by the British de- 
tectives. Mr. Ford refused to give Mr. Ty- 
nan’s address, as he said that Mr. Tynan 
would see no one except on business, and then 
no one except a person who came properly in- 
troduced. He had absolutely refu to see 
reporters under any circumstances. 

Mr. Sheridan ‘came to the Astor House last 
evening in company with ex-Alderman Fitz- 
gerald, of Boston, to pay a visit to the Hon. 
Reuben Carroll, cf Pennsylvania. Carroll is 
Sheridan’s confidential adviser, and will re- 
main here until it is decided whether the latter 
is to be arrested «or not. Mr. Sheridan 
appeared perfectly at ease. He wore a 
shining silk hat and a dark suit and overceat. 
He saia he could not see in his indictment a 
new move on the part of the British Govern- 
meszt. 

**Do you fear extradition ?’ he was asked. 

“I stand bere coolly and fearlessly awaiting 
the worst efforts of the British Government, 
said he. ‘* Any time the United States authori- 
ties want me a simple inquiry at the office of 
the Irisa Worid will disciose my whereabouts. 
I do not propose to run away nor secret my- 
self. To say whether I will be extradited 
would be presumption.” 

“You say, I believe, that you were in Paris 
re the time of the murder and had no hand in 
tr 

‘* When I am questioned on that point I will 
satisfy the autherities about it.” 

“Do you regard the murder as a political 
offense ¢” 

“I don’t see how anv one can think other- 
wise when the English Government has ad- 
mitted it to be such. Mr. Trevelyan, the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, said very plainly that 
it was the first political murder committed in 
Ireland. I do not see how the Engyish could 
ask for better authority on the question.” 

‘*As a political offense you do not regard it 
as extraditable?’: — 

“Certainly not, ‘nere is no one less con- 
cerned about this matter thanI am. Ido not 
feel the slightest uneasiness.” 

‘*What information have you received 
about the indictment ?” 

“Only what I sawin the afternoon cable 
dispatches.” 

**Do you know upon what your indictment 
was founded ?” 

** Nothing more than I saw in the dispatches. 
Iinfer the reasons are the same as when my 
extradition was broached before.’’ 

** Would you fear trialin a British court?’ 

‘There is no doubt of the kind of trial I 
would get there,” said Mr. Sheridan in signifi- 
cant tones, 

“Tt is said that you, Mr. Walsh, and Tynan 
are shadowed constantly by British detectives. 
Do you know that to be so?” 

‘*If lam, they are very discreet and keep at 
a respectful distance. I can only recall one 
instance which looked anything like it. Eight 
or ten days ago a gentleman was a trifle at- 
tentive to me. He followed me along the 
street, scrutinized me closely, and then disap- 
peared. I paid little attention to that.” 

“*Do you suppose the Irish National League 
in this country will take any action in your 
case ¢”’ 

**T know of no reason why it should.” 

“Do you know who ‘Number One’ is, or 
where he is ?” 

“To be serious, I do not.” 

Gen. Roger A. Pryor, the counsel of Mr. 
Sheridan, did not seem to regard the indict- 
ment of his client as imperiling him. ‘* When 
his extradition seemed imminent a short 
time ago, Gen. B. F. Butler and my- 
self went over the case together and 
we came to the conclusion’ there 
was no way in which he could be extradited. 
I believe that now. Yes; the murder was 
political in one aspect. You may rest assured 
that Gen. Butler, the senior counsel, will teke 
advantage of every point to prevent Mr. 
Sheridan’s extradition. Mr. Sheridan will not 
keep out of the way. He is very scrupulous 
about not seeming to hide. No, there is no 
fact or law to justify his extradition.” 

“It the facts are as alleged, what then?’ 

**Oh, that is a different thing altogether,” 
said Gen. Prior with a laugh. 

**Do you know ‘ Number One’—Tynan ?” 

** Not by that name.” 

**Do you know bim at all?’ 

* Yes, I have heard who he is, but not under 
the name of Tynan. I cannot say where he is 
now. He is an interesting character if he 
could be shown up.” 

John Walsh, a grave-looking, quiet-spoken 
man of over 50 years, wita silvered mustache 
and hair, was at the office of the Irish World 
at 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. He was 
aoe in & gray suit and carried a heavy 
stick. 

‘*From your knowledge of the law and your 
case do you think the United States Govern- 
ment will permit your extradition?’ be was 
asked by a TIMES reporter. 

“Tam surel cannot tell what the authori- 
ties will do with me,” hoe said slowly. ‘I 
should not be afraid to go back to Dublin if I 
thought I could have a fair trial, but I know I 
could not. I should not be afraid to stand 
trialhere. Iam not going torun away and 
Iam not going to hide. he information of 
the indictment is altogether a surprise to me.’”’ 

‘*Have you engaged counsel ?”’ 

"No, not yet. I have taken no steps in that 
direction.” 

In conversation with Mr. Breslin Mr. Walsh 
said he had no reason to fear the demand for 
extradition made upon tkis Government. 

While he was in France a similar demand was 
made upon the French Government, and a 
full hearing was had. He proved con- 
clusively that at the time of the murder he 
was in London, and could not, therefore, have 
been implicated in the conspiracy... France 
refused to accede to England’s demand at that 
time. and he rests secure in bis belief that 
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the United States will also refuse, under 
the circumstances. As he understands the 
terms of the treaty the English Government 
must not only prove complicity in the con- 
spiracy, but complicity in the actual commis- 
sion of the crime. As this could not be proved 
but a clear and undoubted alibi could be, he had 
no fear of this Government surrendering him. 
Mr. Walsh will leave the City to-morrow, but 
Mr. Ford at the office of the /rish World, 
stated on the authority of Mr. Walsh that he 
did not leave the city because of the finding 
of the Dublin Grand Jury, but in accordance 
with plans which he had previously made. 
Walsh, like Tynan, is under surveillance. 

On Wednesday Sheridan sent the passage 
money to his wife and children in lreland to 
have them join him here. Walsh has made 
preparations to remain permanently in this 
country. He was in the iron trade, a contrac- 
tor for ship-building supplies, on the other side. 
eum intention always was to seek employment 

ere. 

Thomas Brennan, ex-Secretary of the Irish 
Land League, who is in this City, said: ‘* The 
cease against the men is a political one, Mr. 


‘Sheridan told me that he was in Paris at the 


time of the Phoenix Park murders, and Mr. 
Walsh has proved that he was ix an English 
town at the time. Mr. Walsh was the nd 
League organizer in the North of England. I 
ame onstrained to think that secret negotia- 
tions between the British and the United States 
Governments would arouse the hostility of the 
best people here.” 

** You were prominent in the affairs of the 
Land League. Do you think, if the Land 
League had never been in existence, Lord 
Cavendish and Mr. Burke would now be 
living ?” : 

**T believe,” said Mr. Brennan with con- 
siderable fervor, ‘‘that if there had been no 
Land League there would have been more 
killing. The Land League never put murder 
in men’s minds, The Grand Jury in 
Dublin is composed of Castile tradesmen who 
will find an indictment against any one. I 
was in Kilmainham Jail at the time of the 
Pheonix Park affair, otherwise I might fear 
safety.”’ 

** What do you know of ‘Number One’ ?” 

***Number One’ was rot known in Irish poli- 
ties, nor by Irishmen generally. I have not 
been in England since the first week in Feb- 
ruary, and [ never saw his name in print until 
1 came to this country. He was not connected 
with the Land League.”’ 

O’Donovan Rossa said he did not believe the 
men would be extradited. ‘*This country,” 
he said, ‘‘is governed by the people and not 
by tyranny. They will never allow extradi- 
tion. Let England send her informers 
ever here and see what influence they 
will have on American juries. There is no 
law, no justice, no court of justice in England, 
Ireland, or Scotland for Irishmen, The United 
States might as well have an extradition treaty 
with a race of savages as with England.” 

‘*If these men are guilty should they be ex- 
tradited ?” 

“No; for it is a political offense. 
Englishman who goes into Ireland to govern 
the Irish should be killed or hanged. Lord 
Harcourt said: ‘Between England and Ire- 
land there is now a state of war.’ It isin 
reality a kind of guerilla warfare. If I could 
goto Ireland and kill one of the Englishmen 
who is governing it, 1 would be glad to come 
back here and admit it. This country, 
in such a_ case, should afford me 
an asylum. <Any country should ro- 
tect an Irishman who goes to Ireland 
to kilian Englishman who has a hand in the 
Government of the land. England hires in- 
formers to convict Irishmen. Those who 
plead guilty are bribed to do so in order to 
substantiate the stories of the informers. The 
informers escape death and eventually are 
pardoned.” 

W. Lane Booker, the British Consul-Gen- 
eral, said he considered the crime of murder 
extraditable. He had received no official in- 
formation regarding the indictments, and 
should, of course, do nothing until he received 
instructions. 

Mr. F. F. Marbury, counsel to the British 
Government, read from the treaty, which 
made murder, assault with intent to commit 
murder, piracy, arson, forgery, and the utter- 
ing of forged paper extraditable. There 
was nothing political in murder outright, 
but that question would come up at an 
examination. Guiteau claimed that he com- 
mitted a political murder, but that was 
not made his defense. Mr. Marbury had re- 
ceived no information except that imparted to 
him by reporters, but if the case came up he 
should treat it as he would an offense com- 
mitted here. 

United States Commissioner Osborne, before 
whom the case will come up, was asked yes- 
terday what the course of the proceedings 
would be. Ke stated that they would be begun 
by either the British Minister or the Brit- 
ish Consul at this port. The demand for 
the extradition would be made under 
the Ashburton treaty, made by Lord 
Ashburton and Daniel Webster in 1842, 
The evidenee would naturally be substantially 
the same as that upon which the indictments 
were found. Commissioner Osborne declined 
to express any opinion in regard to the matter, 
as he would practically be the Judge in these 
cases. No demand has been made upon United 
States Marsha! Erhardt for his services in this 
affair. 

Alexander Sullivan, President of the Irish 
National League of America, was seen by a 
TImMEs reporter at the Windsor Hotel. He 
said that the League would positively take no 
official action in regard to the matter. Indi- 
vidual members might, and probably would, 
offer their assistance to the accused men, but 
their action would not compromise the League 
as a body. Mr. Sullivan did not be 
lieve that the United States Government 
would surrender the men to England. He con- 
sidered the crime of which they were accused 
@ political offense, and England herself, in the 
ease of the Orsini party, had established a 
precedent, which the United States would cer- 
tainly follow, of refusing to give up political 
offenders. But even if the crime were to be 
regarded as murder Mr, Sullivan thought that 
this Government would be unwilling to give 
up the men on the evidenee of such persons as 
the informers in Ireland 
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THE AFFIRMATION BILL KILLED. 

Lonpon, May 4.—In the House of Com- 
mons last night the Affirmation bill was re- 
fused a second reading by a vote of 292 to 289, 


Owing to the rejection of the bill, Mr. Brad- 
Jaugh intends to administer the oath of office 
to himself.

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ANOTHER HICKS-LORD AFF 4iR REPORTED 

New-HaveENn, May 3.—Mrs. Reid, widow of 
Col. Reid, brother of Whitelaw Reid, of the 
New-York Tribune, was married in this city 


to-day to John M. Quackenbos, of Brooklyn, 
She came here 10 days ago alove, and 
at first went to the Tontine Hotel, but 
subsequently took a room at the Selden 
House. It was soon whispered abont that she was 
waiting the arrival of her intended husband, and 
that they were to be quietly wedded in churoh, It 
was reported that the groom was a gentle- 
man of large wealth, muebh the senior in age, 
and bearing an old and respected name. 
All this preved to be true. Mrs. Keid is about 38 
years old, while her husband is 70. She received 
the bridegroom this morning in the hotel 
pariors, and later in the day they were 
quietly married, and then took the train 
for New-York.

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PROMISING ABUNDANT CROPS. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., May 3.—The Spring has 

been cold and backward and seeding somewhat 

delayed, but the prospects for increased acreage 


and abundant erops, not only in Minnesota, but 
throughout the entire North-west, were never 
se favorable as now. At Montevideo seed- 
ing is not fully completed, though there is 
little left undone, and the acreage will axceed that 
of last year by 10 percent. In Renville County 
seeding is nearly finished, the increased acreage 
being estimated as follows: Wheat, 15 per cent.; 
oats, 20 per cent.: barley, 15 per cent., and corn 15 
per eent. In the region of Brownsville, all 
sowing, except of flax is completed, and 
the past two weeks have been very favorable. 
The aggregate acreage of crops shows a large 
increase, that of corn especially. Much land 
which lay idle last year will be put into flax: At 
Alexandria seeding is nearly finished. Farly grain 
is up and looking finely, and farmers are preparing 
ground forcorn. Grass grows slowly, and stock- 
raisers are yet feeding hay. ‘The storm last night, 
although genera! throughout this region, will not 
materially interfere with the flattering nrospects 
for an abundant harver* 


THE CIVIL SERVICE RULES 


THE DRAFT AS IT WAS PRESENTED 
TO THE PRESIDENT. 
PROVISIONS FOR GOVERNING CIVIL SERVICE 

EXAMINATIONS AND ENFORCING THE RE- 
QUIREMENTS OF THE LAW. 
WasnINGTON, May 3.—The civil service 
rules, as prepared by Commissioners Eaton, 
Gregory, and Thoman, are now in the hands 
of the President and the members of his Cabi- 
net. A good deal of interest has been mani- 
fested,to learn their character, but the Com- 
missioners have only suggested that they were 
in some respects iike the old rules, with modi- 
fications. Many friends of civil service re- 
form have been anxious that they should be 
made public before adoption, believing that 
comment on them by the friendly press would 
be advantageous, as many faults might be de- 
tected by judicious criticism and the good 
points in the rules sustained. A draft of the 
rules as they were submitted t» the President, 
by whom it is said very few alterations will be 
made, is as follows: 


In the exercise of the power vested in him 
by the constitution, and by virtue of the 
seventeer hundred and fifty-third section of 
the Revised Statutes and of the Civil Service 
act, approved Jan. 16, 1883, the President has 
made and does hereby promulgate the follow- 
ing rules for the regulation and improvement 
of the Executive civil service: 

Rule 1.—No person in said service:shall use 
his official authority or influence to coerce the 
political action of any person or body, or to 
interfere with any election. 

fule 2.—No person in the public service 
shall, for that reason, be under any obligation 
to contribute to any political fund or to ren- 
der any political service, and he will not be 
removed or otherwise prejudiced for refusing 
to do se. 

Rule 3.—It shall be the duty of Collectors, 
Postmasters, Assistant ‘I'reasurers, naval offi- 
cers, Surveyors, Appraisers, and custodians of 
public buildings, at places where examinations 
are to be held, to allow and arrange for the 
reasonable use of suitable rooms in the public 
buildings in their charge respectively, ana for 
heating, lighting, and furnishing the same for 
the purposes of such examinations, and all 
other executive officers shall, in all legal and 
proper ways, facilitate such examinations and 
the execution of these rules. 

Rule 4—I. AllLofficials connected with any 
office where, or for which, any examination 
is to take place will give the Civil Service 
Commission and the Chief Examiner such in- 
formation as may be reasonably requested] to 
enable the commission to select competent and 
trustworthy Examiners, and'the examinations 
by those selected as examiners, and the work 
incident thereto, will be regarded as a part of 
the public business to be performed at every 
such office. II. It shall be the duty of every 
executive officer to promptly inform.the com- 
mission in writing of the removal or dis- 
charge from the public service of amy Exam- 
iner in his office, or of the inability or refusal 
of any such Examiner to longer act:in that ca- 
pacity. 

Rule 5,—There shall be three branches of 
the service, classified by the Civil Service act, 
not including laborers or workmen, nor offi- 
cers required to be confirmed by the Senate, 
as follows: I. Those classified in the depart- 
ments at Washington shall be designated 
“The classified service at Washington,” 
II. Those classified under any Collector, 
Naval Officer, Surveyor, or Appraiser 
in any Customs district shall be 
designated **The classified Custems service.” 
Ill. Those classified under any Postmaster at 
any Post Office, including that at Washing- 
ton, shall be designated ‘‘ The classified postal 
service.” IV. The several Customs districts 
now having the classified service herein re- 
ferred to, being those where the officials are 
as many as 50, are the following: New- 
York City, N. Y., Boston, Mass., Philadelphia, 
Penn., San Francisco, Cal., Baltimore, Md. 
New-Orleans, La., Chicago, Ill., Burlington, 
Vt., Portland, Me., Detroit, Mich., Port Hu- 
ron, Mich, V.—The several Post Offices now 
having the classified service herein referred 
to, being those where the officials are as 
many as 50, are the following: Albany. N. Y., 
Baltimore, Md., Boston, Mass., Brooklyn, N. 
Y., Buffalo, N. Y., Chicago, Ills., Cincinnati, 
Obio, Cleveland, Ohio, Detroit, Mich., Indian- 
apolis, Ind., Kansas City, Mo., Louisville, 
Ky., Milwaukee, Wis., Newark, N. J., New- 
Orleans, La., New-York City, N. Y., Phila- 
delphia, Penn., Pittsburg, Penn., Providence. 
R. I,, Rochester, N: Y., St. Louis, Mo., San 
Francisco, Cal, Washington, D. C. 

Rule 6.—I. There shali be open competitive 
examinations for testing the fitmess of appli- 
cants for admission to the service, which ex- 
aminations shail be practical in their char- 
acter, and, so far as may be, shall relate to 
those matters which will fairly test the rela- 
tive capacity and fitness of the persons ex- 
amined to discharge the duties of the branch 
of the service which they seek toenter. IL 
There shall also be competitive examinations 
ot asuitable character to test the fitness of 
persons for promotion in the service. 

Ruie 7.—l. The general examinations under 
the first clause of rule 6, for admission to the 
service, shall be limited to the following sub- 
jects: 1. Penmanship, copying, and letter- 
writing. 2. Arithmetic, fundamental rules, 
fractions, and percentage. 3. Interest, dis- 
count, and elements of book-keeping and 
of accounts, 4. Elements of the Eng- 
lish language, especially orthography and the 
proper construction of sentences. 5. Elements 
of the geography, history, and Government of 
the United States. II, Proficiency in each of 
these subjects shall be credited in grading the 
standing of the persons examined in propor- 
tion to the value of a knowledge of such sub- 
jects in the branch or part of the 
service which the applicant seeks to 
enter. III. But no one shall be entitled to be 
certified for appointment whose standing 
upon a just grading in the general examina- 
tion shall be less than 65 per cent. of complete 
proficiency in the first thres subjects, or less 
than 50 per cent, im the last two subjects men- 
tioned in this rule, and that measure of profl- 
ciency shall be deemed adequate. I[V. But for 
placesin which a lower degree of education 
will suffice the commission may limit the ex- 
amination to: 1. Penmanship, copying, and 
orthography. 2. The fundamental rules of 
arithmetic; but no person shall be certified 
under this examination of a less grading than 
65 per cent. on each subject. V. And the com- 
mission may also hold examinations of a high- 
er grade, or upon additionai or special sub- 
jects, to test the capacity and fitness which 
may be needed in any special place or braneh 
of the service. 

Rule 8.—Ne question in any examination, 
or ae f or under the commission or 
examiners, shall call for the expression or dis- 
closure of any political or religious opinion or 
affiliation, nor shall any discrimination be 
made by reason thereof; and the commission 
and its examiners sha!) diseountenance all dis- 
closures before either of them of such opinion 
by or concerning any applicants for examina- 
tion, or by or concerning any one whose name 
is on any register awaiting appointment. 

kule ¥.—All regular applications for the 
competitive examinations for admission to tbe 
classified service must be made on blanks in 
aform approved by the commission. All re- 
quests for such blanks and all applications for 
examination must be addressea as follows: 
I. lf for the classified service in any depart- 
ment at Washington, to the United States 
Civil Service Commission, Washington, D. C. 
Il. If for the classified postal service, to the 
Postmaster under whom service is sought. 
Ill. If for the classified Customs service, to 
the head of either Customs office in the Cus- 
toms district in which service is sought. All 
officers receiving such applications wiil indorse 
thereon the date of the reception thereof, and 
transmit the same to the proper examining 
board of the district or office where service is 
sought, or, if in Washington, to the Civili Ser- 
vice Commission. 


such records, and such papers on file, and 
make such reports as the commission shall re- 
quire, and any said paper or reeord, in the 
charge of any examining board or any officer, 
shall at all times be open to examination, as 
the comreission sball direct, and, upon its re- 
quest, shall be forwarded to Washington for 
inspection and revision. 

Hule 11.—Every application, in order to en- 
title the applicant to appear for examination, 
or be to examined, must state under oath the 
facts on the following subjects, as may be re- 
auired by the regulations of the commission: 


I. Name, residence, and Post Office address. 
II. Citizenship. III. Age. IV. Piace of birth. 
V. Moral character. VI. Health and ca- 
pacity for the public service. VII. Right 
of preference by reason of military or naval 
service. ‘VIII. Previous employment in the 
public service. IX. Business or employment 
and residence for the last five years, X. Edu- 
cation and such other facts as the commission 
may reasonably require, as showing fitness 
for the public service. The applicant must 
also affirm his qualification under section 8 of 
the Civil Service act, which is as follows: 
‘That no person habitually using intoxicating 
beverages to excess shall be appointed to or 
retained in any Office, appointment, or em- 
ployment to which the provisions of this act 
are applicable.” 

Rule 12.—I. Every regular application must 
besupported by proper certificates of good mor- 
.al character, heaith, and physical and mental 
capacity for doing the public work, the certifi- 
cates to bein such form and number as the 
regulations of the commission shall provide 
for. But nocertificate can be received which 
contains any language inconsistent with the 
tenth section of the Civil Service act. II. No 
one shall be entitled to be examined for the 
classified postal service if under 16 or over 35 
years of age, or for the classified Customs ser- 
vice, or for the classified service at Washington, 
if under 18 or over 45 years of age, and no 
one shall be examined for a Customs Inspector 
who is under 21 years of age. But these maxi- 
mum limitations of age shall not apply to those 
who have been honorably discharged from the 
military or naval service during the last war 
and are otherwise duly qualified. 

Rule 18.—I. The date of the reception of all 
regular applications for the service at Wash- 
ington shall be entered of record by the 
Commission, and of all other applica- 
tions by the proper examining boards 
of the district or office for which they 
are made, and applicants when in excess of the 
number that can be examined atasingle ex- 
amination, shall be notified to appear in their 
order on the respective records. But 
any applicants in the several States 
and Territories, for the service at Wash- 
ington, may be notified to appear 
before examination, at any place at which an 
examination is to be held, whether in any 
State or in Washington, which shall be 
deemed most convenient for them. II. The 
commission is authorized, in aid of the appor- 
tionment among the States ana Lerritories, to 
hold examinations at places convenient for 
applicants for several different States and 
Territories, or for those examination dis- 
tricts which it may designate and which the 
President shali approve. 

Rule 14.--Those examined shall be graded, 
and shall have their grade marked upon a reg- 
ister after those previously thereon, in the or- 
der of their excellenee, as shown by their ex- 
amination papers, except that those from any 
State or Territory may be entered upon the 
register together in the order of relative ex- 
cellence to facilitate said apportionment. 
Separate registers may be kept of those seek- 
ing to enter any part of theservice in which 
special qualifications are required. 

Rule 15.—The commission may give a cer- 
tificate to any person examined, stating the 
grade which such person attained and the pro- 
ficiency in the several subjects shown by the 
markings. . 

Rule 16.—I. Whenever any officer having 
the power of appointment or employment 
shall make request therefor, there shall be cer- 
tified to him by the commission or the proper 
examining board three names for the vacancy 
specified, to be taken in order from the proper 
register of those in his branch of the service 
end remaining eligible, regard being had to 
the apportionment of appointments to 
States and Territories, and from said three a 
selection shall be made for the vacancy. [I. 
These certifications for the service at Wash- 
ington shall be made in such order as to appor- 
tion as nearly as may be practicable 
the original appointments thereto among 
the States and Territories and _ the 
District of Columbia upon the basis 
of pepulation as ascertained at the last pre- 
ceding census. III. Incase therequest for any 
such certification or any law or regu- 
lation shall call for those of either sex, 
the three highest in order of that sex 
shall be certified; otherwise sex shall be 
disregarded in such certification. IV. No per- 
son upon any register shall be certified more 
than three times to the same officer in the Cus- 
toms or Postal Service, or more than twice to 
any department at Washington, unless upon 
request of the appointing officer, nor shall any- 
one remain eligible more than one year upon 
any register, and no person, while remaining 
eligible on any register, shall be admitted toa 
new examinatien of the same grade. 

Rule 17.—L Every original appointment or 
employment in said classified service shall be 
for the probationary period of six months, at 
the end of which time, if the conduct and 
capacity of the person appointed have 
been found satisfactory, the probationer 
shall be absolutely appointed or em- 
ployed, but otharwise be deemed out of 
the service. IL Every officer under 
whom any prebationer shall serve during any 
partof the probation provided for by these rules 
shall carefully observe the quality and value 
of the service rendered by such probationer, 
and shall report to the proper appointing offi- 
cer in writing the facts observed by him, show- 
ing the character and qualifications of said pro- 
bationer and of the service performed by him, 
and such reports shall be preserved on file. 
Ill. Every false statement knowingly made 
by any person in his application for examina- 
tion, and every connivance by him at any 
false statement made in any certificate which 
may accompany his applieation, shall be re- 
garded as goed cause for the removal or dis- 
charge of such person during his probation. 

Rule 18.—It shall be the duty of every head 
of a department and office to notify the com- 
mission of the name of every person appointed 
to or employed in an officia! place in the classi- 
tied service under him, giving the date thereof 
and the designation of the office or place from 
among those examined under said commis- 
sion; and further, and in like manner, to in- 
form said commission of the date of any re- 
jection or final appointment of any said per 
son after probation, and of every case of the 
promotion, removal, discharge, resignation, 
transfer, or death of any said person. 

Rule 19.—There are excepted from exam- 
ination under these rules the following: 
I. The confidential cierk or secretary of 
any head of a department or office. LI. 
Cashiers of Collectors. Ill. Cashiers 
of Postmasters. IV. Superintendents of 
Money Order Divisions in Post Offices. V. 
The direct custodians of money for whose 
fidelity another officer is under official 
bonds, but these exceptions shall not ex- 
tend to any official below the grade 
of Assistant Cashier or Teller. VI. Per- 
sons employed exclusively in the Secret 
service of the Government or as translators or 
interpreters or stenographers. VII. Persons 
whose employment is exclusively professional, 
as doctors or lawyers, but no person so ex- 
cepted shall be either transferred, appointed, 
or promoted, unless to some excepted place, 
without an examination under the commis- 
sion. 

Rule 20.—If the failure of competent persons 
to attend and be examined, or the prevalence 
of contagious disease or other sufficient cause, 
shail make it impracticable to supply in due 
season for any vacancy persons who have 
passed competitive examinations, such va- 
cancy may ke filled by any person who has 
passed a non-competitive examination, which 
the commission may provide for, but its 
next report sball give the reasons for every 
such resort to non-competitive examinations. 

Rule 21.—The Civil Service Commission will 
make appropriate regulations for carrying 
those rules into effect. 

Rule 22.—Every violation by any officer in 
the executive civil service of these rules, or of 
the eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, or fourteenth 
sections of the civil service act relating to 
political assessments, shall be good cause for 
removal,

LOST ON A BURNING STEAMER. 


AN ALASKA STEAMER DESTROYED—FIFTY 
LIVES REPORTED LOST. 

Vicrorra, British Columbia, May 3.—The 
steamer Grappler, plying between Puget 
Sound and Alaska, while proceeding north 
with 100 passengers and a full cargo, took 
fire Sunday night at Seymour Narrows, 
near Bute Inlet, and was burned and 
sunk. Itis supposed that at least 50 persons, 
including Capt. J. Jaggers, lost their lives. 
Only 20 persons are so far known to have 
been saved. It is feared that a number of 
Canadians who came here by the last steamer 
to work in the coast canneries perished. 
Steamers have been dispatched fo the scene, 
The Grappler was formerly an imperial gun- 
boat, but was sold to the merchant service. 

The fire was discovered by the en- 
gineer, immediately reported the 
fact to the Captain. The 100 passen- 
gers, principally Chimamen, were all 
in bed. An immediate search was instigated 
by the Captain, who discovered the fire 
back of the boiler connections, The en- 
gineer started the donkey engine and 
connected the hose. At this time 
the passengers* had been warned, and the 
Chinamen behaved like maniacs. They 
were utterly uncontrollable, and serious- 
ly impeded the action of the 
officers. The Captain ordered all shot who 
refused to obey orders. Notwithstandin 
this the Chinamen fushed  backwar 
and forward on the vessel until it was 
found necessary to knock down some 
and carry below others ironed. All this time 
the fire was gaining, and the efforts to control 
it were unavailable. The Captain ordered 
Pilot Franklin to head the steamer for the 
Vancouver shore and beach her. 

As soon as the vessel struck the sand the 
boats were lowered. The exeitement was 
now so great that numbers of China- 
men jumped into the, boats and swamped 
them. Owing to the intense smoke those who 
could swim did not know in which direction 
to strike out, and, surrounded by a mass of 
struggling Chinamen, were drewned.

If he has been chosen as the Republican leader 
by the wise men of the party, an organized 
Robiuson boom can be looked for at an early 
day in the future. Butterworth is almost out 
of the question.

They bonght large bloeks last 
week at 85 and closed out yesterday at an ad- 
vance of 10 cents.

A STRIKE THREATENED 


GRAVE SITUATION AT THE PITTS 
BURG IRON MILLS. 

THE MANUFACTURERS AND THE MEN FAIL 
TO AGREE—THE MILLS EXPECTED TO BY 
CLOSED ON JUNE 1, . 

PirtspurG, May 3.—Only a quarter of an 
hour was required this afternoon for a committee 
of manufacturers, representing $30,000,000 of capi 
tal, and a committee of the Amalgamated Associ 
ation, representing the 100,000 workmen employed 
in the mills of the West, to give each other to un: 
derstand that one side or the other must recede 
frem its present position before June 1 to prevent 

a strike which will close every mill and throw the 

vast body of employes into enforced idle: 

ness: The cenference was held in the reoms 
of the Western Iron Asseciation. Twelve 
representatives of eaeh side were present, 

After the organization President Jarrett, on behalf 

of the Amalgamated Association, stated that the 

workmen had decided not to aecept the redaction 
in wages of from 10 to 20 per cent. offered at the 
previous conferenee, and that they would censent 
to work for nothing less than present wages. Five 
minutes was devoted to an argument in support of 


this position, which was in substance that the state 
of trade did not render any reduction in wages ne- 
cessary. The manufacturers expected something 
of this kind, and the only response to the state- 
ment was a motion that the conference adjourn sine 
die. This was unanimously adopted, and both 
eommittees retired te deliberate separately. The 

‘manufacturers soon adjourned. The workmen 
were in session until 7o’cleck. Feth sides refused 
to say what had been done at these private meet- 
ings, but the manufacturers plainly admit that they 
consider a strike inevitable. 

One of the prominent manufacturers, in conver- 
sation with Tux Trmes’s correspondent, said: * The 
manufaeturers confidently expect a strike, and 
are preparing torit. For some time no orders hava 
been received for delivery after June 1. The work- 
men are very foolish if they do not accept the re- 
duction and allow the mills to continue in opera:

This yeai 
not half as many miles of railroad will be built as 
during the three past yoars and al] other sources 
of consumption have decreased in the same pro- 
portion. e only way the depression can be re- 
moved is to stimulate investment by reaucing 
prices, and to do this, the cost of production 
must be reduced. Another reason why wages 
in the West must come down is the 
fact that Eastern manufacturers have for 
some time been able to make iron for nearly $6 
per ton Jess than we in the West. This enables 
them to trench oa the Western market and effect- 
ually bars us out.of the East. The workmen arg 
intelligent and should be able to realize this. If 
they do not they will have to stand the conse 
quesces. These may be no less serious than the 
general substitution of soft steel fer iron. This 
would do away with puddlers and with strikes, 
and | know of several extensive firms who serious: 
ly contemplate changiug their plans.” 

On behalf of the Amalgamated Association, Pre- 
sident Jarrett would say nothing save that the 
workmen believe there will be no strike, because 
they consider the demand for a reduction unjustifi- 
able. Theonly inference from this is that they 
also believe the manufaeturers wili recede from 
their position. In this they are mistaken, unlese 
there should be a radieal change in the state oi 
trade before June 1, which is not probable. The 
workmen will also be mistaken if they strike, for 
defeat is eertain to follow. The manufacturers 
have an organization that will enable the 
weakest of their number to stand firm for 
au indefinite length of time. The situation is con- 
sidered very gloomy by the people of this city. In 
the mills of the West nearly 100,000 men, one-fifta 
of whom are mewbers of the Amalgamated Asso 
clation, are employed. They receive in wages not 
less than $4,000.000a month. The effect of th¢ 
withdrawal of this amount of money from eircula 
tion can readily be imagined. ; 

No change was reported to-day in the miners’ 
strike. The miners’ officers are still urging a set 
tlement by arbitration under the Wallace law. 
In a circular issued to-day they say: “ We want ng 
strike, but as men and justice-loving people, we 
feel it our duty to resist any encroachments of 
capital on our rights. If weare wrong, we are stil] 
epen to conviction, and wil abide by the decision 
of a tribunal, or, io the eveat of the failure of such 
a body, we will stand by the verdict of a Judge of 
the Allegheny County courts, if chosen umpire." 
Mr. Flannery states that if the operators do not 
petition the courts for the appointment of a 
board of arbitration within a few days, 
the miners will do so alene, in order 
that they may be right before the public. The 
operators are very indignant over a report that 
Obio miners have decided to contribute to the sup- 
port of the strikers. ‘hey charge that these con- 
tributions will be furnished by the Ohio operators 
in erder that the strike in this section may be pro- 
longed as much as possible and that they may re- 
ceive orders that should come to Pittsburg.

CRIMINALS AND THEIR DEEDS. 
MURDER IN INDIAN TERRITORY—BUFFALO’S

Q THE MARSHES AT TEWKESBURY. 
HOW THE BOOKS WERE MANIPULATED— 
FAILURE TO FILE A BOND. 

Boston, May 3.—Dr. C. 8. Martin testified 
at the Tewksbury examination to-day. He was 4 
student at the Harvard Medical Sehool from 1871 
to 1874. No babies were ever dissectea there, and 
no infant bodies were ever brought in but once. No 
dogs or eats. were ever dissected, consequently 
their remains were never mingled with those of 
human beings as was asserted in the previous 
testimony. About $10 was paid for babies. He 
knew nothing of the disposition of the remains af- 
ter dissection. 

Lorenzo S. Fairbanke testified that he had exam- 
ined the books in which Charles B. Marsh had ro- 
corded the money of patients, and there are 54 
erasures and alterations, 47 of which were of fig- 
ures in the money column. These books cover the 
period from 4868, but for the first 10 years of the 
present management no books ean be found. 

The Governor then took the “ histerv” book and 
read that an inmate named Allen had died In 1877, 
leaving On the “money” book Allen’s assets 
appeared as $1, and the book showed an erasure 
as if changed from $46. Another book showed 
that $1 was paid to the State. Jane McGrath took 
$29 53 to Tewksbury, but was credited with $9 52, 
and the book showed that an erasure had been 
made in a most suspicious manner. Elizabeth 
Barry was credited with $4 on the “history” book, 
but on the “ money” book the figure *4’’ had been 
altered to‘1." Mr. Fairbanks testified thatin « 
number of entries on the “ meney” book relating 
to assets of other patients erasures had been most 
skillfully made so as to make the amounts less than 
originally entered. 

The Chairman ef the Executive Committee of 
the State Board of Health, Lunacy, and Charity 
has reported to that body that the committee has 
diseovered that Thomas Marsh, Sunerintendent of 
Tewksbury Alms-house, did not file any bond for 
the faithful discharge of his duties when elected in 
July last. The law requires that such a bond 
should be given, to be approved by the Governor 
and filed with the State Treasurer. 

The committee has deciaed, owing to the fact 
that the bond had not been filed as reqnired by the 
statute, to consider the position vacant. They 
will not remeve him. as he does not legally hold 
any position, but at the next meeting of the board, 
on Saturday, will appoint a Superintendent. 

The House this merning voted $90,000 to the 
Tewksbury Alms-house, which is the same appro- 
priation as that in the vetoed Charities bill.

A POLICEMAN MURDERED.

OFFICER FRANCIS MALLON KILLED BY GIS

A CATHOLIC PRIEST'S WILL. 

From the Meriden (Conn.) Republican, May 2. 

The will of the late Rev. Dr. Carmody, of 
New-Britain, was presented to the probate court 
Munday afternoon by Bishop MeMahon, of Hart- 
ford, who isnamed as the Executor. It is dated 
April 20, 1883, the day after he was taken sick. 
After the payment of his debts and funeral eharges 
the entire estate is devised to Bishop MeMahon 


aud his successors in trust, for the following pur- 
poses: Five hundred dollars shall be distributed 
among the clergy for celebrating masses for the re- 
pose of his cont. Within a reasonable time the 
sum of $500 is to be distributed to and among 
such poor persons as he or they may choose, being 
restricted to no class or locality. His library is to 
be kept carefully by the Bishop or his successor 
until there shall be established in tais State a Ro- 
man Catholic college or pelii seminaire, approved 
by said Bishop or his successor, and on the estab- 
lishment thereof said library shall be placed there. 
The residue is to be used by Bishop McMakon or 
his successor in any way thatin their judgment 
will promote religion*and religious education 
among the Roman Catholie people of Connecticut. 
They are given full power to expend the same 
either gradually or all at once; build churches, 
schools or institutions of learning, charity or re- 
ligion, or assist in paying for those already estab- 
lished.

AFFAIRS OF RAILROADS

UNION PACIFIC CLAIMS ON 
GOVERNMENT. 
ANOTHER LETTER OF SIDNEY DILLON TO 
SECRETARY TELLER, GIVING THE BASIS 
OF THE COMPANY’S CHARGES. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Secretary Teller, of 
the Interior Department. has received a letter un- 
der date of May 1 from Sidney Dillon, President of 
the Union Pacific Railway, which says that the 
Secretary’s letter of April 21, stating the claims of 
the Government on that company, has received the 
careful consideration of the company’s Directors. 
The purpose of the company has been and isto dis- 
charge fairly and completely its obligations to the 
Government, the letter says, and in explanation 
and justification of its view that there is due the 
company a sum largely in excess of the amounts 
claimed to be due the Government a review is 
given of the relations between the parties as they 
stood under the original charter of the com- 
pany, before the passage .of the Thurman act, 
and afterward under the amendments made 


by that act. Prior to July 1, 1878,. wheu 
the Thurman act took effect, ‘*the company,’ says 
Mr. Dillon, “ under its charter was entitled for per- 
forming the postal service for the Government to 
‘fair and reasonable rates of compensation. not to 
exceed the amounts paid by private parties for the 
same kind of serviee.’, The Government con- 
tended that, notwithstanding this provision, the 
Post Office Department had the _ right 
to fix the compensation of the company upon its 
own view of what was reasonable and to the same 
extent andin the same manner as it prescribed 
rates for all other railways, This question has 
been submitted to judicial determination. and 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
has disaffirmed the view of the Post Office 
Department and affirmed that of the 
company.’ Mr. Dillon then says that pursuant to 
this decision there is an account for postal ser- 
vices to be stated between the company and the 
Government up to July 1, 1878, and if that aecount, 
justly stated, shall leave, as he is confident, a very 
large sum of money due to the eompany, it would 
be a severe and hardly just eour-e for the Gev- 
ernment to claim that it is the compa- 
ny’s duty to make the payments demand- 
ed by the Secretary in assumed compliance 
with the Thurman act. The actual amounts 
payable te the Government can be ascertained only 
when the question of what constitutes reasonable 
rates for the transportation of the mails shall have 
been judicially determined and the amount due the 
company for postal services prior to the operation 
of the Thurman act has been fixed. Mr. Dillon also 
claims that at the date in question there was a fur- 
ther admitted balanee due from the Government 
to the company for other services, buf does not 
give the details. 

The company has prepared an account up to 
July 1, 1878, 6n the principle that the compensation 
should be fixed with reference to express service 
as being most nearly the same kind of service re- 
ferred toinitscharter. According to this the amount 
due from the Government is $1,684,991 25. On the 
basis of the rates fixed by the Post Office Depart- 
ment the Government admits an indebtedness to 
the company of $864,101 11, leaving in dispute the 
sum of $820,890 14. The soundness of the cem- 
pany’s standard is to be determined by the Court 
of Claims, to which the question kas been submit- 
ted. Asto the account between the Government 
and the company from the time the Thurman act 
went into effect until Dec. 31, 1882, Mr. Dillon says 
the Thurman act prescribes no rate for pos- 
tal services, but leaves the compensation 
therefor to be governed by the original charter. 
On the basis of the rates claimed by the company 
it is made toappear that the amount due the com- 
pany for postal services from the time the Trar- 
man act took effect to Dee. 31, 1882, is $4,650,027, 
while on the basis of the rates fixed by the Post 
Office Department it is $1/911,188, leaving in dispute 
the sam of $2,758,889.

The design of the mission was not to create a spirit 
of dependenee, but to teach industry and self-re- 
liance. During the last year more than 200 
boys and girls had been fitted for work by 
the mission, and were now not only earning fer 
themselves, but for those dependent upon them. 
Many of the children were put in excellent homes, 
where they were brought up to be noble men and 
women. ere was no greater mission than seek- 
ing to unite childless homes and homeless children, 
and it was a question which of the two existed in 
the greater number. The Rey. Dr. Taylor saia it 
was a workof supererogation to commend so 
noble, successful, and useful a charity as the How- 
ard Mission. “I beg you to reeognize,” he said, 
“ the possibilities from which this charity resenes 
the little ones and to what possibilities it redeems 
them. It will not do to think that because you are 
doing nothing to demoralize children you are do- 
ing them no harm and they will grow up to be 
good men and women.” Dr. Taylor spoke of in- 
temperance as the great cause of destitution 
among the poor, and referred to the new excise 
law as, despite its amendments, still a very bad 
one. “I have thought,” he said, ** that the Lord 
allowed that bill to pass that the evil may be seen 
at its worst, and then the people will rise in their 
might and put it down.” This remark was greeted 
with tumultuous applause, and it was some time 
before the speaker could proceed. It broke out 
again when he said: “ Would to God we might 
shake off this burden of Aldermanic liquor sa- 
loons.”’

DEFRAUDING A MINING COMPANY. 

On an order of arrest granted by Judge 
Sedgwick, of the Superior Court, Thomas B. Pheby 
was arrested Wednesday night at the Hoffman 
House by Deputy Sheriff Crawford in a suit 
brought py the Inyo Consolidated Mining and Mill- 
ing Company to recover $50,468 40, which, it is al- 


leged, Pheby converted to his own use. George 
M. Pinney, the general manager of the eompany. 
stated in his affidavit that the company owned 
valuable mines, mills, and machinery in Inyo Coun- 
ty, Cal. Pheby was made Superintendent on Sept. 
6, 1881, and his salary was fixed at $500 a month. 
He reported to the company on June 30, 1882, that 
he had on hand $10,872 92 which belonged to the 
company, after deducting his salary from Oct. 4, 
1881. The affidavit states that Pheby abstracted 
from the mines and reduced ore to the amount 
of 25 bars of bullion, valued at $25,865 54, 
which he disposed of and_ appropriated 
the; money, A fire on Dec. 19 partially destroyed 
the mills and machinery, which were insured. 
Pheby settled with the insurance companies for 
$38,500 and then had on hand $70,238 46 belonging to 
the company. When Pheby arrived in New-York, 
on March 24, be presented a statement to the com- 
pany to the effect:that he had expended $69,901 93 
of the sum due since June, 1882, leaving a balance 
of $336 53. An examination of the books showed 
that but $19,770 had been spent by Pheby, making 
allowance for his salary, and that when he was in- 
formed of the fact he said that he had caused a set 
of books to be made up in San Francisco so that a 
large amount in hys hanas might be absorbed, for 
which service he paid experts $250. It is alleged 
that Pheby admitted that he had{brought East with 
him $2,500, and that with a portion of the balance 
he had paid off a mortgage on a house owned by 
his wife in Oakland, Cal., and had purchased some 
stock, but that he made no pretense of accounting 
for the remainder. During Pheby’s stay in this 
City he promised to return the money and the 
stock and agreed to meet the company’s manager 
on April 21, but failed to do so and has not been 
seen sitice, Pheby, whois a resident of Oakland, 
was held in default of $20,000 bail.

BURNING HERSELF WiTH HOT IRONS. 

Kate Lambert, 31 years of age, was taken to 
Bellevae Hospital yesterday, from her home, No.

The 
mother and sisters of Kate watched her closely,fear- 
ing that she would commit suicide.

She was gone 
about an hour, and on her return Kate was found 
lying on the floor of the room with terrible burns 
on her arms, feet, and other parts of her body.

AGRARIAN AGITATION IN SPAIN. 
—_——_~.>_-— 
Huelva (Spain) Letter to the London Times. 

As of late considerable attention has been 
paid to the Mano Negra, the agrarian and Socialist 
agitation in the south of Spain, in the celumns of 
the English press, a few words with reference to | 
the movement and to the eauses which have origi- 
nated it, may not be uninteresting to your readers. 
In the first place, it must be observed that the se- 
cret association in question exists only in certain 
districts. In thé Provinee of Huelva, from which I 
write, there is no disturbances. Nine miles from 
this town an English member of Parliament resides 
ina eountry heuse with his wife and family. No 
pelice or quardias civiles have been erdered to 
protect him, and he finds himself and his property 
quite as secure, if not, indeed, more se, than he 
would im his own house in Bedfordshire. But, 
then, in this district there is an abundance of work 
for all who choose to seek it.& The town of Huelva 
has doubled its population during the last seven 
years. Nearly 2,000 tons of shipping leave and 
enter the port every day of the year. The Rio 


Tinto mines find employment for about 14,000 
workmen. The new railway which is being con- 
structed between Huelva and and 
which will bring Huelva within nine hours’ 
journey from thé eapital of Portugal, gives work 
to several thousands more. The vineyards, from 
which comes the San Cristobal wine, now very 
popularin the United States, afford more labor. 
Thé Mano Negra has no partisans/here. To dis- 
cover them you must go to the purely agricultural 
districts, where the wages of the tillers of the soil 
amount to 2 reals or 5d. a day, which are aug- 
mented by some oll and vinegar given to the 
laborer, to the value of about id. It is 
true that at the time ef the wine est in 
Andalusia high wages are obtained for special 
labor, and some men will then earn from 4s. to 5s. 
a day; but this season does not last long. The 
Spanish peasant has no encouragement to save. 

© is not thrifty by nature, but even if he were so 
there are no agricultural banks where he oan de- 
posit his hard-earned wages. Hence, should there 
be afeilure of any particular crop, sueh as corn, 
barley, &c., and no work be the consequence, fam- 
ine speedily stares him in the face. 

ki Cactquismo has had a very prejudicial Influ- 
ence on the well-being of the peasantry in Anda- 
lusia. Xl Caciguismoisa slang term taken from 
the old Indian work, “ El Cacique.” The Alcades 
in villages and small towns were very often illiter- 
ate. Their secretaries were generally men of the 
people who had more talent and perhaps fewer 
scruples than the restof the community. These 
men did the work of the Aleades and were 
vulgarly known as Los Cacigues. In the 
same category were classed age lawyers, 
notaries, and small shop-keepers with easy con- 
sciences, but with brains. At the time of a gen- 
eral election the Government had recourse to these 
men, and they,in return for the services they 
were able to lend the candidates chosen by 
the anthorities, were, in many instances, able 
to secure the appointment of Judges in their 
particular district favorable to the object they 
(the caciques) had in view. Previous ‘to the 
late revolutions large tracts of land known as 
lerrenos de propios were the common property of 
various villages and towns. There the peasants 
could cut down timber for their use or pasture and 
feed eattle free of charge. But the Governments 
pro tem. required money. The land which be- 
longed to the poor was put up at auction and sold, 
Then came the cpportunity for the casiques. The 
ground was first of all measured and valued by 
Valuers appointed by the Judges at the recom- 
mendation of the interested individuals. In some 
instances 1,000 acres:of land wouid be reck- 
oned as amounting ry! to 250,and then when 
ley up at auction would be in such large lots as to 

beyond the means of the agricultural Jaborer to 
purchase. It thus came intothe hands of the 
caciques. Even in cases when three or four 
easants had clubbed together to buy a piece of 
and and twoor three bad harvests ensued their 
capital would become exhausted. The cacigues 
would then lend them money at 15 or 20 per 
cent. and speedily oust them from their holdings. 
If I wished to find a set of men who in some 
degree resembles the cacigues in Spain, I should 
leek for them in Ireland. ,#7 cacigue in Andalusia 
is the gombeen man in Cork, but the gombeen man 
has by no means the political influence of his Span- 
ish first eousin. The peasants in Spain having lost 
their communal lands became impoverished. The 
caciques became large proprietors. However, they 
had no sympathy with the laborers, like the 
old Andalusian landlords, who looked up- 
on the peasants as part of their own 
family. The cacique’s object, atter. having 
secured cheap land, was to secure eheap 
labor and to lower wages, so as to insurea large 
return for his property, entirely irrespective of the 
suffering be caused his laborers. Henee La Mano 
Negra, or Socialist movement. That this has been 
much exaggerated I have little doubt, and that it 
has an intimate connection With Nihilism or Fe- 
nianiem I equally disbelieve. It bas. been foment- 
ed to a certain degree by emissaries from Geneva, 
who have sought in Spain to make a successful 
prepaganda of their anarchical views, but they 
have failed, the peasantry not being ready for the 
movement, and the Spanish Government belag 
thoroughly on its guard. 

Not tar from Cadiz and Jerez lies the Province 
of Huelva. Here the agricultural laborer can 
command wages from 1s. 8d. par diem, the miner 
receiving from 2s. 8d., the enormous number of 
men employed in the mines preventing the caciques 
from exploiting the laboring class as they can 
do if other parts of Spain. It may be asked, Why 
do not the starving peasants leave their homes and 
seek for work elsewhere? In parts of Andalusia 
the inhabitants are much attached to their 
homes, and would die sooner than leave 
them. A few months ago great distress prevailed 
among the inhabitants of a town ia the Province of 
Seville. Some hundreds of these people were in- 
duced to leave their abodes and seek work on the 
Mérida Railway. They had been starving at 
home, but, inspite of this, aftera few days’ em- 
ployment on the line, they struck work and said 
that they would sooner perish in their own town 
than gain a living elsewhere. But all Spaniards 
are not like these men. Oran, in the north of 
Africa, is largely colonized by Spaniards from the 
east coast, and South America receives thousands 
of emigrants from the Peninsula. It may be 
asked why in a country like Spain. where the 
population has diminished since the days of Philip 
IL., there should be any need for emigration? 
It is because, in numerous instances, the cacigues 
who have bought large tracts of land at prices far 
below its real value have not capital enongh to 
cultivate the soil. Three-fonrths of the greund 
frequently remains idle, and the wretched laborer 
starvesor joinga secret society to wage war to the 
knife upon the men who have deprived him of his 
communal rights. Bread, too, it must be remem- 
bered, is now twice as dear in Andalusia as it is in 
England. The duty on corn amounts to 5 pesetas 
80 centimos. the 100 kilos, or about 2s. the English 
hundred-weight, while cattle imported are taxed 13 
pesetas 80 centimos, or, say, 11s. perhead. The high 
price of bread, coupled with the wantof labor to 
which I have alluded, has brought about the pres- 
ent hostile agrarian movement. £/ Cactquismo wes 
not created by the present Government. It dates 
from 1835. It is a legacy of former mismanage- 
ment. It is not easy inaday to undo wrongs 
committed by previous generations. The indus- 
tries of Spain have prospered more during the 
reign of the present sovereign than at any other 
period of the century. The financial position of 
the Government is improving; commercial enter- 
prise is advaneing by gigantic strides. The agri- 
cultural distress is due, not to any want of aetion 
on the part of the authorities, but to the folly and 
ineapacity of men who, in order to acanire politi- 
eal influence and to obtam ready money for State 
purposes, pandered to the system now vulgarly 
known in Spain as £/ Caciquismo.

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POLICE CAPTAINS BLAMED 


THE GRAND JURY ASK THE RE.- 

MOVAL OF 71WO OFFICERS. 
A PRESENTMENT AGAINST CAPTS. WILLIAMS 
AND ALLAIRE ON CHARGES OF FAILING 

TO ENFORCE THE LAWS. 

The presence on the Grand Jury for the 
month of April of a member of ons of the societies 
for the prevention of crime is probably the expla- 
nation of the presence in the precincts of the Grand 
" Jury room at various times during the month just 
closed of the active agents of these societies. 
‘Messrs, Anthony Comstock and D. J. Whitney and 
ex-Assistant District Attorney Beecher were fre- 
quently in attendance, and the cases presented 
‘ocoupied much of the time of the gentlemen on 
the grand inquest. After the complaint against 
Tom Lee had been disposed of a strong effort was 
made by the agents of the societies named to in- 
duce the Grand Jury to find indictments against 
Police Captains Williams and Allaire, of the 
Twenty-ninth and Tenth Precincts, for neglect of 
duty in failing to enforce the law after memoranda 
of places in their respective precincts in which 
the law was knownto be violated had been placed 
in their possession. The Grand Jury waa of opin- 
fon that the Captains named could be indicted, but 
‘Mr. Henry C. Allen, head of the Indictment Bureau 
of the District Attorney’s office, who was consulted 
in the matter, expressed the opinion that the police 
officers named did not come under the provision of 


the law which makes it a misdemeanor for muni- 
cipal officers to nezlect the discharge of cuties im- 
on them by law, or that evenif the officers 
did come within the B ok ihn ve of the law 
under which heads of departments bave been pro- 
ceeded ayainst, the evidence against them was in- 
sufficient to warrant their indietment. Mr. Horace 
K. Thurber, foreman of the Grand Jury, subse- 
uently consulted Reeorder Smyth in ion to 
matter, and, as a result, the idea of indicting 
the police Captains named was a~bandoned, and 
the members of the grand inquest concluded to 
embody the result of their investigations in 
a presentment to the court. The witnesses exam- 
ed were Anthony Comstock, D. J. Whitney, C. 
. Rillings, 8S. H. Comstock, and Frederick C. 
Cooper. The Grand Jury did, however, indict 
Officer Schell, of the Twenty-ninth Precinct, for 
misdemeanor in having, as alleged, given the pro- 
rietor of agambling-house in Thirty-second-street 
formation of e projected raid by the agents of 
r. Comstock’s society. Sergt. Westervelt was 
: with being implicated with Schell in dis- 
_ closing Mr. Comstock’s intentions, but an investi- 
tion before the Police Commissioners resulted in 
exoneration. Officer Schell will not be arrest- 
ed, but has been given notice to appear in the 
Court of General Sessions to give bailon the in- 
dictment found against him. 
The following is the presentment of the Grand

The ane aay of said City and County do respect- 


That m some of the precincts of the Police force in 
this City we find a condition of demoralization and re- 
missness in the enforcement of the gambling and ex- 
cise laws that, in our opinion, calls for a pointed ex- 
pression upon our rt, and some emphatic 
action on the part of the public authorities. These 
evils are not the growth of aday. From year to year 
they have been flourishing in our midst. That they 
could exist and increase as they have in some of the 

recinets, had any honest and determined effort been 

ade by the respective Captains to suppress them, is 

ot credible, copestally when the large numbers of 
their patrons of every class, who are necessary to 
their successful existence are considered, and the 
ease of access by any skillful detective which that 
circumstance allows, and the consequent facility 
fm obtaining evidence. Certain it is that a few 
earnest citizens, actuated by an honest desire to en 
force the laws with respect to these crimes, have, in 
s0me precincts, done the work for which our large 
police force is employed and paid. The existence 
and increase of these evils in late years is strongly 
confirmatory of the ramor widely current that they 
are maintained, notin spite of tbe Captains of these 
precincts, but rather by their aid and under their 
protection. 

We have more es ly inguirea into the condition 
of affairs in the Twenty-ninthand Tenth Precincts, 
and learned that on the @ist day of Feburary, 1853. 
Capt. Alexander S. Williams, of the Twenty-ninth 

recinct, was personally notified by Mr. Anthony 

stock that at No. 102 West Thirty-second-strect, 
at Nos. 461, 400, 516, 518, and 522 Sixth-avenue, in this 
City, there were gambling saloons where roulette or 
faro were running constantly, end he was then called 
upon to close them. It further a that 
the above premises were within the Twenty-ninth 
ct, and that the laces in Sixth-avenue 
were within three blocks of the Twenty-ninth Pre- 
cinct Station-house. That after such notification to 
Capt. Wiillams, and on the 13th of March, 1883, Mr. 
Comstock, upon certain warrants, raided the prem- 
ises referred.to as No. 102 West Thirty-second -street, 
and seized a large quantity of gambling apparatus 
and material, and that said seizure was shortly after- 
ward followed by the arrest and subsequent indict- 
ment of Albert J. Adams as owner of said gambling 
establishment, and a numberof other men as play- 
ers_im Adams's employ. Again, on the 40ch 
of March, 1883, Mr. Comstock raided No. 102 
West Thirty-second-street, and found the premises 
occupied by blers and the game of rouge et noir 
going on. A large quantity of gambling material was 
also found and seized. It also appeared that the va- 
rious premises in Sixth-avenue have continued open 
and running without any apparent interruption. It 
further appears that no raid has been made upon 
these premises by Capt. Williams since his notifica- 
tion as aforesaid, and apparently no effort has been 
made to close or suppress them. 

From the statement furnished t the Police t- 
ment by Capt. Williams on the 9th of January, 1 a 
eopy of which is hereto annexed, it appears that he 
has for some months been aware that these premises 
above referred to, as well as many others, were, or 
were reputed to be, ular gambling dens, and that 
he was also aware of the names of the owners of 
the establishments, their landlords, and the na- 
ture of the game reputed to be carried on 
at the several places. And yet, either from lament- 
able incapacity or a shameful negtect of duty, Capt. 

illiams permits these places to remain undisturbed 
and open within almost & stone's throw of his precinct 
station-house, leaving it to public-spirited citizens to 
obtain that evidence which he ought to obtain through 


his own detectives. 

It further a rs that on the lith day of April, 
1883, Mr. D. J. Whitney notified, in writing, Capt. An- 
thony Allaire, of the Tenth Precinet, that one Owney 
Geoghegan kept a saloon at No. 103 Bowery, where, 
withont license and in defiance of law, he sold _ intoxi- 
cat ing Magers atalibours of the night and Sunday, 
and that the place was frequented by boys and giris 
and prostitutes. Notwithstanding this notifica- 
tion. Geoghegan sold meee during the week, 
and on the following Sunday, April 15, eight 
other saloons in the Tenth Precinct were open and 
ppenly violating the law. On the 20th of April a sec- 
ond written notice was sent to Capt. Allaire, again 
calling his attention to the saloons found open and 
vioiating the law in his precinct, and insisting that he 
enforce the law. Nevertheless, on the following Sun- 
day a number of saloons were selling liquor in his pre- 
cinct. 

In the pores of the Grand Jury, the failure upen 
the part of these officers to enforce the law in their re- 
Spective precincts indicates either that these officers 
@re willfully conniving at the flagrant violations of 
law which have jong existed in their precinets, or 
else that they are incompetent and unfit for the 
positions whieh they now hold. Private citizens, 
actuated by a desire to see the law enforced, 
seem 10 have no dilliculty in obtaining the necessary 
evidence in these precincts, while the Captains, ap- 
pointed for their supposed ability and aptitude in 
suppressing crime, are alone unable to secure the ar- 
rests of the offenders and the strict enforcement of 
the law. While we hesitate to prefer a criminal 
charge by way of indictment against these Captains 
weearnestly recommend and urge that Capt. Wil- 
liams and Capt. Allaire be removed from their posi- 
tions and from the force on accountof their manifest 
unfitness. In<conclugion, we earnestly recommena 
that the District Attorney should give especial atten- 
tion to this subject and spare no pains or reasonable 
expense to ferret outand bring to speeay justice any 
and all of those custodians of the public safety who 

have been false to their trust. 

The above, by unanimous vote of the Grand Jury, 
the foreman was directed to sign and deliver to the 
court.

ACOUSATIONS OF BLACK-MAIL. 


SEEKING THE ARREST OF TWO OF MR. D. 
J. WHITNEY’S DETECTIVES. 


Capt. Williams, of the Twenty-ninth Pre- 
einct, went to the Jefferson Market Police Court 
yesterday with Mr. M. C. Stanley and Mr. F. E. 
Loud, Superintendent of the bar at the Hoffman 
House, and applied to Justice Gardner for war- 
rants against Charles Rillings and William Ander- 
son, employes of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, for attempting to black-mail, on informa- 
tion furnished by Messrs. Stanley and Loud. Jus- 
tice Gardner, after considering the evidence of- 
fered, decided that he could not issue the war- 
rants because it was not shown that Rillings or 


Anderson had used intimidation. Some other 
course to punish them may be taken. Anderson is 
the man who, after making charges on which war- 
rants were issued for anonymous bartenders in the 
Twenty-ninth Precinct, failed to identify any one 
who sold him liquor on April 15. After Justice 
Garaner decided that he could not issue warrants 
Mr. Staniey made public the following statement, 
which was read in the presence of Mr. Loud, who 
concurred in it, 

“*T was reading a paper in the Hoffman House on 
or about the 26th of April, when Mr. F. E. Loud, 
superintendent of the bar, introduced to me one 
Capt. William Anderson, who believed me to be 
Mr. Reed, the proprietor of the hotel. In begin- 
ning a conversation with me Anderson said he was 
‘no slouch,’ that he came from a Huguenot fam- 
ily, and hadaeross of Scotch in his biood. He 
went on to say thathe had been ill-used by Mr. 
Whitney and propesed to abandon his occupation 
asspotter for his association. I asked what he 
wanted, and he said he had a ‘party’ at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel that he would like to introduce. I 
agreed to meet him at the Twenty-fourth-street 
entrance of the Hoffman House in a few 
minutes, and then he introduced to me 
Charlies Rillings, who said he was in the 
H House on Sunday with Anderson 
and had spotted the bartenders. He had with him 
a letter from Mr. Whitney to Capt. Williams which 
he offered to me. I declined to receive it, and rec- 
emmended him to take it to Capt. Williams and 
meet me at 10 o’clock that evening. Rillings con- 
tinued the conversation. He said he lived on 
Staten Island, and that his friend Anderson lived 
in a part of Brooklyn whence he could see 17 
church steeples. He began to grumble, said 
it was a long way home, that Whitney 
allowed only 30 cents a night for lodgings, 
that he grumbled at their taking mixed drinks, 
and advised them to drimk whisky straight to les- 
sen their bills for expenses, and insisted on their 
riding on the surface ear instead of on the elevated 
railroad. He added that Whitney paid his book- 
keeper, a female, a large salary, and stinted them. 
Their salaries did not exceed $2 50 aday. After 
much of this talk, I called the attention of the 
doorkeeper and a hall boy to Anderson and Rill- 
ings for a double purpose, namely, to protect 
myself and Mr. Reed in the matter of personifica- 
tion, and to get them identified. At 10 o’clock, 
when I was at the foot of the stairs at the Broad- 
wey entrance to the hotel, Anderson called me 
aside. He said that Capt. Williams was not at the 
station-house, and that be and his partner were 
* dead broke,’ and wanted mé to *‘ stake’ them to 
enable them to get home. I gave them $2 and told 
them to be at the Hoffman House next morning at 
10 o’elock.. At that hour I met them and asked them 
what they wanted. They said that they had con- 
oluded to abandon Mr. Whitney and quitithe business 
of spotting liquor-dealers. I asked, ‘What do you 
want me to do? and Rillings replied, ‘We can be 
of great service to the Hoffman House, and would 
like you to give us half a century.’ Isaid, ‘I sup- 
pose you mean $50? and Anderson chimed in, 
*That’s just about it.’ I asked what they pro- 
posed to do for this, and they said they could come 
on Sunday and point out Whitney's spotters, and, 
if it was desired, throw them into the street. 
I replied that this would be of no service 
to the Hoffman House because no liquor was sold 
there on Sunday. I said I would submit the 
matter to Mr. Stokes, but I saw Mr. Loud and 
told him that he bad better turn them away as 
their object was black-mail. I have not seen them 
since, but Mr. Loud told them that the aoe 
of the Hoffman House deelined to give thém any 
money or to have anything to do with them.”

OHEAP TEA SALES ENJOINED. 


A WAB UPON THE IMPORTATION OF INFERIOR 
TEAS BEGUN. 

The usual weekly auction sale of teas at the 
warerooms of John H. Draper & Co., No. 8 Front- 
street, was disturbed about noon yesterday by the 
serving of an injunction restraining Messrs. James 
Purdon, Augustus Wiggin, John H. Draper, and 
George T. Kelloch from selling or delivering any 
of the 8.568 packages of Pingsuey teas which were 
on exhibition in the warerooms and catalogued for 
yesterday's sale. The injunction was issued by 
Judge Sedgwick, of the Superior Court, at the in- 
stanee of President Chandler, of the Board of 
Health, and is made returnable on the 7th inst. at 
11A.M. The complaint upon which the injunc- 
tion was procured was accompanied by affidavits 
made by Prof. Chandler, Edmund G. Love, William 
MacGregor, a tea merchant, and Mr. Boardman, of 
Flint, Boardman & Nash, teamerchants. The gen- 
tlemen named declare that the Pingsuey teas which 
were to have been sold yesterday by Messrs. 
Draper & Co. are unwholesome and un- 
fit for use, and that their sale would 
be in violation of ehapter 407 of the 


laws of 1881, which is entitled “An act to pre- 
vent the adulteration of food or drugs.” Section 6 
of this chapter forbids the sale of tea “if it be col- 
ored or coated or polished or powdered whereby 
damage is concealed, or if it is made to appear 
better than it really is, or or greater value.” Prof. 
Chandler made dayit that he had examined 26 
samples of teas handed to him and was satisfied 
that the Pingsuey teas were unwholesome and 
adulterated, and if sold to smal! dealers through- 
out the country would cause great injury to publio 
fife and health. The teas were adulterated with 
mineral substances and prepared in imitation of a 
better article. Mr. E. G. Love, a chemist in the 
employ of the State Board of Health, swore that 
he had examined the samples of Pingsuey teas and 
had found them “colored and eeated with mineral 
matter and inferior to the genuine artiele.’’ 
Messrs. MacGregor and Boardman also condemned 
the Pingsuey teas in their resj-ective affidavits. 

Mr. George T. Kelloch, upon whom the injune- 
tion was served, immediately stopped the sale of 
the Pingsuey teas, which formed a portion of alarge 
lot of teas of various grades that arrived in this 
port from Chinalast week. The Pingsuey teas were 
of different grades, and sangeet in price from 10 to 
85 cents a pound. Part of them were to have been 
sold for the account of Purdon & Wiggin, of No. 
87 Front-street, and the remainder for Williams & 
Hall, of Boston. Mr. Purdon stated that he had 
been dealing in teas for 30 years, and had handled 
Pingsuey teas similar in quality to the goods en- 
joined without having heard of any ill effects being 
produced by them. He did not claim that the teas 
in question were first-class geods; they were alow 
grade of teas, and were sold assuch. He believed 
that the Pingsuey was as true as any tea. 
It was colored in Chins, and the color- 
ing matter was not injurious. Mr. Kelloch said 
that the Pingsuey teas were a coarse leaf-green 
tea, and had been sold by his house for a great 
many years without any complaint. He could not 
explain why the Board of Health should aave 
stepped in 7 at this time to stop the sale of teas 
which had been in the market so long, unless the 
board had beem incited by certain dealers who 
were desirous of striking a blow at the public auc- 
tion system of disposing ofteas. Mr. Koellooh said: 
* The Pingsuey teas which were to have been sold 
to-day averaged as high agrade as any Pingsuey 
teas that we haye sold during ihe last 
15 years.” Mr. MacGregor ciaimed that 
the complaint was made ioe ed to 
enforce the law against the sale of unwholesome 
and ‘adulterated food. He said that Pingsuey teas 
which were being brought to this market now were 
not as good as they wereafew years ago. Mr. 
MacGregor and Mr. Boardman both say that they 
have taken thia matter in hand for the purpose of 
excluding injurious goods from the New-York mar- 
kets and for no personal or selfish reason whatev- 
er. Mr. Purdon has placed the matterin the hands 
of his lawyers and will endeavor to prove that the 
Pingsuey teas consigned to him were not un- 
wholesome or injurious. A prominent tea mer- 
chant in Front-street informed a Tiuxs reporter 
that several members of the trade had resolved 
to wage a persistent war against impure teas. 
The passage of the law against the importation of 
adulterated teas, he said, would annuaily prevebt 
about $15,000,000 worth of a low grade of teas 
from coming into thiscountry. The quality ofa 
cargo of tea which recently arrived here was ques- 
tioned, and Collector Robertson appointed Mr. 
George W. Lage and the consignee selected Mr. 
Charlies E. Beebe as experts to examine the tea. 
The examiners have not yet made their report.

CROHARDS OF DELAWARE, MARY- 
LAND, AND VIRGINIA, 
PEACH-GROWING FALLING OFF IN PARTS 
OF DELAWARE—RAISING BERRIES AND 
GRAPES—TROUBLES OF GROWERS. 

Port Penn, New-Castle County, Del, May 
2.—From the capes of Virginia to Wilmington the 
peach trees arein bloom. On the lower end ofthe 
peninsula they are about shedding the blossom, 
while here they are just bursting the blossom. 
This is not a usual condition of the orchards when 
blossoming. Usually the orchards in Lower Mary- 
land and Virginia blossom two and three weeks be- 
fore those of Upper Delaware and Maryland, where 
the soil is much hoavier, and consequently when 
the recent sudden eold waves struck tho peninsula 
they found only a portion of the orchards in con- 
dition to be injured. But should there bea few 
days of cold weather now, accompanied by ice 
and snow, there would unquestionably be a very 


serious destruction of peach buds. To attempt to 


give any estimate of the probable yield of the 
peach crop of this peninsula this season without 
considering this danger would not be treating the 
subject properly. Usually. when the 20th of April 
has passed, leaving the peach buds uninjured, it is 
safe to conclude that there will bea full crop of 
peaches on those trees which are full of healthy 
buds. But this is an exceptional year, and the or- 
chards are fully one month later in blossoming 
than usual. Thus the danger period will 


not be passed before the i5th of May, 
as frost may be expected that late. Moreover, 
cold, damp weather, with an abundanee of cold, 
north-east rains, when not accompanied by ice 
and frosts, may so destroy the vitality of the 
young peaches as to deprive them of strength to 
stay on the tree when the first warm weather 
causes an unusual flow of sep. Hence, very often 
orchards which haye apparently been abundantly 
supplied with fruit of the size of cherries or small 
plums will be stripped of fruit in June by what is 
termed June falling. The writer recollects an 
orchard which he visited accompanied by an 
owner once during the month of June, and from 
the abundance of the young fruit on the trees and 
the apparent healthfulness of the trees, estimated 
that the yield from the orchard that season would 
be upward of 4,000 baskets for 4,000 trees. Two 
weeks later, when we again visited it, he could not 
suppose it possible that the orchard would yield a 
thousand baskets, and when the peaches were 
picked for market less than 500 baskets was ob- 
tained from it. This Spring the weather has been 
cold enough to prevent the orchards from bloom- 
ing until three or four weeks later than 
usual. This, in many esepeete, is considered 

uite favorable, as it holds thom back until after 
the frosty season has passed, and if the 
weather for the past week—or since the peaches 
began to bloom—had been warm and should con- 
tinue so for a week or 10 day4 mors, there would 
be but little doubt that there would be a great 
abundance of peaches, as almost ever tree on the 
peninsula is full of hearty and vigorous buds. But 
the weather has not been pleasant; cold rain, cold 
wind, and frost have been the order. since the 
peach orchards began to bloom; and to-day the 
sky is overcast and the wind blows so cold as to 
make walking in the air without an overcoat quite 
uncomfortable. The peach bloom all over the 

eninsula is in the condition to be very greatly in- 

ured by these cold rains and by frosty weather. 

Should the peaches not be destroyed by the cold 
weather of the past few days, nor cold weather to 
come, there will be a very abundant peach crop— 
fully as abundant as last season, because there are 

uite as many trees in bearing on the peninsula 
this season as there were last. It isan interesting 
study to note the changes which take place in the 
cultivation of peaches on this peninsula every few 

ears. Thirty years ago the great peach orchards 
n Red Lion Hundred, four or five miles north 
from here, were celebrated all over the land. 
During the past 20 years scarcely enough 
peaches have been produced in that Hun- 
dred to supply home consumption. Fif- 
teen years ago this (St. George’s Hundred) pro- 
duced nearly one-third of the peach crop of the 
peninsula. The great orchards of the Coch- 
rans and of Mr. Shellcross were talked 
about in farmers’ clubs as phenomenal, and 
written of in the magazines as marvelous results 
of industry ana enterprise. Ture Times devoted a 
column in describing the marketing a crop from 
Mr. Shellcross’s orehard, which extended for nearly 
10 miles along the public roads. To-day one looks 
in vain for those great orchards. Where great 
orchards stood only five years ago magnificent 
fields of wheat now grow, and peach-culture, in- 
stead of being an industry of the greatest impor- 
tance here, is only a small matter now, many 
farms having searcely a peach tree growing on 
them. Instead of St. George's Hundred produc- 
ing a third of the peach erop of this peninsula, 
not one-thirtieth the crop can be expected from it 
this season. The changes which have taken place 
here may be accounted for in several ways. In 
the first place, the growers here overdid the mat 
ter. The farms of this Hundred are among the 
very richest of the county, and are cultivated 
by a class of intelligent farmers, who combine 
with thabits of industry and rigid economy culti- 
vated intellects and a practical knowledge of the 
soil. Most of the farms are cultivated by their 
owners. They found that peach-culture was, ina 
measure, gambling. There was little or no cer- 
tainty about the crops. An orchard would pro- 
duce no fruit for years, the owner having a con- 
stant expense and no profit, and then would pro- 
duce an abundant crop, from which a very 
great profit would be made. Some orchards 
on the same farms, oultivated under the 
same system, would yield no profit, while the 
adjoining orchard would bear afuill crop. They 
found that they could always rely on the 
grass-field to produce something, the corn-field 
to put something into the crib, and the wheat to at 
least partly fill the bins. Consequently large or- 
chards of peach trees were puiled out by the roots, 
and the lands they occupied were turned to grass 
and grain fields. In the lower part of the penin- 
sula, especially in Lower Delaware, there are less 
changes taking place, as the peach e¢rop has been a 
little more certain there and land is not so valuable 
as it is here, nor can the light, sandy lands of Sus- 
sex be made so productive of grass and grain as 
the heavy, clay lands of New-Castle County. Tiere 
will be as many peaches from Sussex County this 
year as ever before, unless the buds now on the 
trees shouid fail to beoome perfect fruit. In 
the vicinity of Georgetown (the home of Gov. 
Stokley) much more attention has béen paid to 
the cultivation ef peaches than in former years, 
and some of the choicest peaches which 
were sold in New-York last season were sent 
from that district. It is not expecting too much to 
look for even better fruit from that locality this 
season. There has been a spirit of improvement 
there during the past few years,and some few 
orcharag have been cultivated with the greatest 
eare. The writer had a very pleasant chat with 
Gov. Stokley, and was pieared to find him thor- 
oughly progressive and hopefully looking forward 
to the time when the public sehools shall be main- 
tained by a State tax and a State board. The con- 
nection between the peach crop and the public 
schoo) question is in the fact that had there been a 
more liberal school system in Delaware there 
would be a mucin finer quality of peaches grown, in 
Sussex County at least, and more of them. 

Great changes have taken place around Bridge- 
ville, the most progressive district of Sussex Coun- 
ty, although the spirit of improvement is very .ac- 
tive and apparent all through that county along 
the line of the Delaware Railroad. The acerage of 
peach-culture is somewhat less than it was six or 
eight years ago, but much of the woodland has 
been brought under tillage, and the corn and 
wheat product of that section of Sussex County 
has been increased threefold. But the great 
peach centre of the peninsula is found to- 
day to be in Kent and Queen Anne Counties, 
Md. There are to be found the great or- 
chards of Maryland, and from those counties the 
greatest portion of the crop$must come. Thers is 
every assurance of an abundant yield there. The 
trees are ful! of buds. The buds are healthy, the 
orehards unusually vigorous, and there has beea 
less decrease in the peach crops in those counties 
than in any other counties of the perinsula. There 
ere some portions of Kent County, Md., which 


have not failed to produce a peach crop in the | 


weet 25 years. 

‘hile the fruit crop of absorbing interest on this 
peninsula is the crop of peaches, it by no means 
tollows thatitis the only one. Here are grown in 
great abundanee strawberries, raspberries, black 
berries, grapes, and pears by intelligent and 
wealthy farmers. Of course, the greatest of all the 
small fruit crops is that of strawberries. Just how 
many thousand acres are occupied by strawberry 
beds is not known. But along the ling of the Delsa- 
ware aud Maryljand Extension Railway from Farm- 


ington to Crisfield there is searcely a farm upon | 


whieh more or less strawberries are not grown for 
the New-York and Philadelphia markets. 
The strawberry vines look unusually well 
this Spring. The ‘strawberry patches,” as they 
are called, have been well cared for, and 
most of them have been covered with pine leaves, 
through which the vines grow, thus keeping a kind 
of carpet between the berries and the sand, and 
insuring that most of the berries shipped to mar- 
ket will be free from sand. The strawberrv vines 
were vory late in blossoming, but as the early blos- 
soms of last season were ali killed by frost early in 
April, it was hoped untila few days ago that the 
crop this year would escxpe the frosts and be as 
early in the market as last year. But the growers 
have been doomed to disappointment, as there 


were several frosts between the 20th of April and | 


May i, eausing the destruction of the fruit and 
every blossom that was out before last Sunday. 
The vines keep on growing, however, and blossom- 
ing, and the frost will cease to kill them some 
time, and then they will grow and ripen. When 
they do there will be 20 many of them that they

There are not many blackberries cultivated 
between Seaford and Farmington, but between 
Farmington and Dover the eultivation of this fruit 
is one of the prineipal industries, 

Grapes are also very largely cultivated in that 
section of Delaware, and the variety mostly crown 
is the Concord. When the cultivation was first 
begun it was found to be quite profitable, but: sinese 
then grape cultivation in the mountains of North 
Carolina has beeome general, and the quality of 
the grapes grown in mountain landsisso much 
better than that of those grown on fiat lands, such 
as exist in Delaware, that the Delaware grapes 
have not been very saiable during the past two 
seasons. It is certain that the cultivation of this 
fruit will not be further extended here. From 
present appearances there will be an abundance of 
all kinds of fruit, and of the small or berry fruit 
there is little or no doubt of avery great crop. 
Of the tree fruits, however, for reasons already 
stated, nothing can be said with certainty. ‘The 
country is now one vast bouquet of blossoms. Near- 
ly all the fruit trees are in bloom at the same time. 
Buttereups and dandelions illumine the lawns. 
The white blossoms of the strawberries cover the 
fields like snow flakes; the variegated pinks of 
the peach bloom, the mellow white of the cherry 
trees and the pear trees, mingled with the per- 
fume-laden blossoms of the apple trees, lend a 
charm to the country at this season that can only 
be appreciated by being seen. All this gives 
prosnise of an abundant harvest of fruit, which, 
f fulfilled, will gladden the hearts next Summer of 
hundreds of thousands of fruit-loving dwellers in 
the cities. 

The question now of the most absorbing interest 
to the fruit-growers of this peninsula is how the 
fruit products shall be shipped to the markets. 
They have grown weary of sending the results of 
their years of labor and skill to irresponsible com- 
mission agents. Most of the commission dealers 
in domestic fruits are irresponsible, no matter how 
honest they may be. Their greatest interest, the 
growers think, is to securo the commission from 
the sale of the fruit. The growers have been plan- 
ning a system by which they ean establish a fruit 
exchange. The idea of a Delaware Fruit E xchango 
originated in the Delaware State Grange, and was 
talked into existence in the meeting of that order. 
The causes which led to its formation and the ob- 
ject it had in view are tersely set forth in a few 
sentences of a speech delivered before the State 
Grange at Dover on the 12th of December last b 
William P. Corsa, Esq., editor of the Milfer 
Chronicle. He said: “Our experience in fruit- 
growing and fruit-curing must have convinced 
every one that every additional mile which the 
grower has shipped his fruit, himself bearing the 
expense and taking the risks in hope of a better 
market, has been to the business an ignis fatuus.” 

The initial meeting of the Delaware Fruit Ex- 
change was held at Dover on April 6 last, the 
act of incorporation having passed the Legislature 
and became a Jaw on March 27. It is now almost 
in working condition, and it is expected that much 
of the peach crop of Delaware will this sea- 
son be sold by this Exehange. But it 
will scarcely be well enough organized to 
do much with the strawberries. The canners and 
evaporators of fruit co-operatejwith the Exchange, 
and the movements will be wetched with great in- 
terest by both growers and consumers of fruit. 
Any plan that will enabie consumers of fruit to 
procure it as nearly as possible at growers’ prices 
should certainly interest the people of the cities. 


THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


ASKING THE PASSAGE OF THE PILOTAGE 
FEES BILL AND ELECTING OFFICERS. 


The annual meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was held yesterday, and the members found 
time to vigorously denounce that portion of the 
State Legislature that has attempted to strangle 
the biil for the reduction of the Sandy Hook pilot- 
age fees. The meeting, which was an unusually 
large one, was presided over by the President, Mr. 
George W. Lane. Mr. A. Foster Higgins was indig- 
nant at the disrespectful manner in which the 
Chamber of Commerce and its representative, Mr. 
James Ridgway, had been treated by members of 
the Legislature. A resolution was adopted approyv- 
ing the conduct and the action of Mr. Ridgway. 
During the discussion of the pilotage fees question, 
in which several of the members made uncom- 
plimentary allusions to the action of the 
Legislature, a telegram was received from 
Mr. Ridgway announcing the vote in 


the Senate on the Pilotage Foes bill (i4 
for and 12 against) and stating that the vote had 
been reconsidered and the bill tabled in the hopes 
that the necessary two-thirds vote in its favor 
might be secured atsome future time. By order 
of the meeting, the Secretary, Mr. George Wilson, 
telegraphed to Mr. Ridgway that the Chamber of 


Commerce had resolved ‘‘that the interests of the | 


City and the State of New-York call for the passage, 
without further delay, of the bill reducing the 
Sandy Hook pilotage fees.” 

The subject of the commercial traffie between 
this country and Spain was brifefly discussed, 
and a resolution, offered by Mr. William D. 
Marvel, was adopted, authorizing the President 
to appoint a committee of five to take into con- 
sideration the matter of a eommercial treaty 
with Spain. The committee was empowered to 
invite suggestions from merchants and others in- 
terested in trade with Spain and her colonies and 
report to the Chamber of Commerce a memorial 
on the subject to be submitted to the authorities at 
Washington. The Treasurer of the Chamber pre- 
sented his annual report, whieh showed that the 
receipts and expenditures during the past year had 
been a trifie more than $14,000. Mr. F. B. Thurber, 
from the committee appoiated to prepare a bio- 
graphical sketch of the late Peter Cooper, sabmit- 
ted a long revort, which contained a warm eulogy 
of the dead philanthropist, and a very full history 
of his life. The meeting ordered that 1,000 copias 
of the sketch be printed in pamphlet form. 
The Executive Committee was authorized 
to procure portraits of the late Peter 
Cooper and William E. Dodge, to be 
hunginthe Chamber of Commerce rooms. Mr. 
Isaac Phillips spoke at some length in favor of the 
proposed amendment to the United States Consti- 
tution. which will enable the citizens of one State 
to enforee the payment of claims against another 
State. He said that a citizen of this State might 
have a just and legal claim against the State of 
New-Jersey, but there was no process of law by 
which it could be collected. The meeting passed 
a resolution favoring the passage by the State 
Legislature of a resolation urging the New York 
members of Congress to use their influence in be- 
half of the proposed amendment.

THE GOLD BRICK SWINDLE AGAIN. 

Interest in the old ‘* gold brick” swindle is 
revived by the arrest by Capt. Williams on 
Wednesday night of Joseph Eaton, alias G OC. 
Bond, at his home, No. 75 West Thirty-sixth-street, 
on a charge of using the United States mails for 
fraudulent purposes. Over the appropriate name 
of “* Nemesis” Eaton has been advertising in thi« 
City under the head of “ Business Opportunities,” 
in which he has called attention to a quantity of 
bullion which he had on hand to dispose of. The 


swindle is the old one—the would-be purchaser i« 
shown what appears to be a gold brick, 
and as a test of its genuineness a oor- 
ner is sawed off, which, being tested by 
any jeweler, proves to be gold, the remainder of 
the brick, however, being base metal. Eaton re- 
ceived a number of replies to his advertisements, 
among them being letters from John R. Lowther. 
of Lowther & Robinson, Boston; H. C, Young, o 
Winstead, Conn.; Irving L. Prayn, Cashier of the 
First National Bank, Bainbridge, N. Y.; E. M. 
Nevill, No. 237 Broadway, ané F. Lambert, New- 
York. Capt. Williams produced a letter addressed 
to H. C. Young, in which “Bond” wrote that the 
“party” owning the bullion proposed “to give 
half of the proceeds to the party disposing of it.” 
“There is about $100,000 in it,” he wrote. Eaton 
was arrested for a similar offense about a year 
ago, but eseaped punishment. the complainant 
falling to appear against him. His picture atiorns 
the Rogues Gallery. The prisoner was held by 
United States Commissioner Shields in $2,500 bail

THE BARBOUR DEFAMATION CASE. 

The alleged defamation of the Barbour fam. 
ily, of No.5 Sylvan-place, by Mr. and Mrs. Mon- 
roe, Came up again yesterday before J ustice Her- 
mann, in the Yorkville Police Court.

The Senate passed the Surface Railroad 
bililast evening after defeating every effort 
to amend it in such a way as to make pub- 
lic interests more secure. It gives new 
lifeto a number of schemes in this City 
which have been kept in a state of 
suspended animation for several years. 
That indeed‘was its chief purpose, its ‘‘ gen- 
eral’’ provisions for the construction of 
street railways being incidental. As it had 
already passed the Assembly, and as all 
Senate amendments were defeated or strick- 
en out, the Governor will have occasion to 
pass upon its merits. It is to be hoped that 
he will escape the influences which have 
been so potent in behalf of the bill in the 
Legislature. 


History ‘continually repeats itself at Al- 
bany. Bills pass or are killed according to 
the amount,of skill and special understand- 
ing of the legislative character which is 
marshaled for or against them. The poor 
pilots, starving on $2,500 a year, have won 
an easy victory over the rich steam-ship 
companies, the merchants, and the commer- 
cial bodies of New-York, because they knew 
perfectly well what kind of people they bad 
to deal with and went about the matter in a 
business-like way. Does anybody suppose 
that these poor pilots wasted any time 
in talking about the selfishness’ of the for- 
eign steam-ship companies, the greed of the 
merchants, and the hard-heartedness of the 
commercial bodies, or that they whined 
pbout their hard lives and _ their 

poverty? By no means. Claptrap 
of that kind is furnished to order 
by humane and disinterested Senators. The 
main argument of the pilots was doubtless 
presented in an entirely different form. But 
we observe with genuine regret that Mr. 

Joun C. Jacons’s exertions in behalf of the 

pilots have made him ill. We trust that no

monico’s to-morrow night. The occasion 
and. the surroundings—perhaps even the 
company—will be new and strange to Mr. 
Jacoss, and he ought to be in the best of 
health and spirits to meet the requirements 
of a somewhat trying occasion. 

The bill passed by the Assembly yester- 
day authorizing the ‘‘ Highland Trans-Hud- 
son Railroad Company”’ to build a bridge 
across the Hudson at Storm King has, in its 
various shapes, been so often condemned in 
these columns as to demand no further ex- 
posure of its objectionable character. That 
it provides fora dangerous and damaging 
obstruction of the river and that it bestows 
a valuable franchiso upon an unknown 
and irresponsible corporation are notorious 
facta. What corrupt and speculative pur- 
poses lie concealed behind it are known only 
to its promoters and the gentlemen in the 
Legislature whose influence and votes they 
have secured. As the bill is hostile to every 
interest of the State of New-York the Gov- 
ernor can have no cause for hesitation as to 


his course toward it.

The indictment of SHeripan, WaALss, 
and Tynan, (Number One,) aa ‘‘ accessories 
after the fact’’ in the Phoenix Park murders 
is likely to be followed by a request for their 
extradition. Supposing the evidence to be 
sufficient, this request could only be 
our Government on the 
ground that the offiense charged was 
of a political character. On this point the 
positions of those most directly concerned 
are very curious. The English Government, 
by constituting a special tribunal of Judges 
without a jury, before which the accused 
may be tried, on the assumption that the 
sentiment of the country would make a 
conviction by jury impossible, lends au- 
thority to the view that the offenses are 
political On the other hand, the 
advocates of home rule in Ireland are inter- 
ested in disowning assassination as one of 
their recognized political agencies, and 
should be anxious to have any of their num- 
ber guilty of such a crime fairly tried and 
punished. SHERIDAN and WALSH are be- 
lieved to be in this country, and in this City. 
The whereabouts of TYNAN are not positively 
known. He is variously reported as here 
and in Mexico. 


Mr. GLADsTONEB’s eloquent speech in be- 
half of the Affirmation bill availed nothing 
against the narrow bigotry of those members 
of the House of Commons who are un- 
able to put a tolerant regard for indi- 
vidual liberty of opinion above their 
detestation of Mr. BrapLaveH—or, as it 
has been stated in England, against ‘‘ the 
stupidity of some Liberals combining with 
the perversity of some Tories.”’ The 
Government had determined not to 
make the bill retrospective, for the very 
purpose of excluding Mr. Brap.aven’s 
personality, thus compelling him to appeal a 
fourth time to the electors of Northampton, 
but even this concession could not save the 
measure, which was yesterday refused a 
second reading by a vote of 292 to 289.

PKOPOSED Cl1VIL SERVICE 

RULES. 


The rules which the Civil Service Com- 
missioners have presented for the considera- 
tion of the President will be found in our 
Washington dispatches this morning. They 
are very properly submitted for public judg- 
ment. They open with two rules, couched 
in the language of the statute, prohibiting 
coercion by any one in the service of the po- 
litical action of any other person or body, 
and all interference with any election, and 
also announcing that no one in the ser- 
vice shall be under any obligation to con- 
tribute to any political fund, and will not 
be removed or otherwise prejudiced for re- 
fusing todo so. These two rules may very 
properly be regarded as a sort of official 
pledge of good faith on the part of the Ad- 
ministration, and thouga the obligation 
must be inferred from the law itself and 
from the promulgation of the rules, this 
additional security is not misplaced. 

The offices coming under the rules are di- 
vided into three classes, to. be known 
as ‘The Classified Service at Washing- 
ton,’’ ‘‘The Classified Customs Service,’’ 
and ‘“‘The Classified Postal Service.’ 
Under the second class are embraced 
11 Custom-houses; under the third are in- 
cluded 23 Post Offices, of which the follow- 
ing are in this State: New-York City, 
Brooklyn, Albany, Buffalo, and Rochester. 
Rule 6 provides, in the language of the 
law, for open competitive examinations, 
practical in their character and calculated 
to test fitness for the positions sought, and 
it also provides for ‘‘ competitive examina- 
tions of a suitable character to test the fitness 
of persons for promotion in the service.”’ 

The subjects of the examinations for ad- 
mission to the service are described in the 
seventh rule. They are penmanship, copy- 
ing, and letter-writing; the fundamental rules 
of arithmetic, fractions, and percentage; 
interest, discount, and the elements of book- 
keeping and accounts; on all of which a 
minimum rank of 65 per cent. 1s 
required. The subjects of the ele- 
ments of the English language, and 
of the geography, history, and govern- 
ment of the United States are included, but 
on these only 50 per cent. is required as a 
minimum, and for the lower oflices exami- 
nations will be limited to penmanship, copy- 
ing, and orthography, and the fundamental 
rules of arithmetic, with a grade of 65 per 
cent. at least. Special examinations may 
be held for appointment to oflices requiring 
peculiar qualifications. The range of sub- 
jects fixed by the rules is a sensible one, and 
fully complies with the provision for practi- 
cal examinations, while the commission 
properly reserve discretion to reduce this 
range for the lower grades of offices and to 
extend it for the higher. 

Careful provision is made in the rules to 
exclude any consideration of political or re- 
ligious views or affiliations and to discourage 
any disclosure of them. The arrange- 
ments for observing the requiremerts 
of the law regarding the apportion- 
ment of appointments among the 
various States are as

as could be made. The commission is to 
certify to the respective appointing officers 
the three persons standing highest in exam- 
inations among those eligible to the place to 
be filled and from these the appointment is 
to be made. If the appointing officer re- 
quests it, the certification will be made 
from those of one sex; otherwise 
sex is to be disregarded. Apnointments are 
to be made first for a probationary term of 
six months, and detailed provision is made 
for securing satisfactory evidence of the 
conduct of the appointee during this term; 
if it confirm his fitness he will be absolutely 
appointed; if not, he will be regarded at 
the close of the probation as out of the 
service. ; 

Taken as a whole, the proposed rules will 
be regarded with the greatest satisfaction by 
those familiar with the requirements of the 
service and of the reforms intended. They 
are singularly clear in statement and logical 
in order, and they show the most intelligent 
and painstaking study of the statute under 
which they are framed. Such discretion as 
is ieft to the Executive is, under these rules, 
to be exercised in an impartial manner, with 
just regard at once to the rights and needs 
of the Government and to the proper claims 
of applicants. The details of the rules are 
marked by a practical spirit and show a high 
order of skill in the performance of a deli- 
cate and difficult task. Whatever minor 
modifications the President, on the advice 
of the heads of departments, may find it judi- 
cious to make, it is not likely, and is certain- 
ly not desirable, that anything will be done 
to seriously interfere with the admirable sys- 
tem provided by the rules. 

REDNESS NE UE OTR ED 


THE AQUEDUCT QUESTION SET. 
TLED. 


The first phase of the aqueduct contro- 
versy is. at an end. The politicians have 
triumphed, and the public sentiment of 
New-York as uttered by its eminently re- 
spectable but dilatory citizens has been con- 
temptuously disregarded. The Assembly 
went through the farce yesterday of amend- 
ing the bill by adding the name of Parke 
Gopwin to the Commissioners, and then, on 
the report of a packed conference commit- 
tee, receded from the amendment by a party 
vote. The conference was a transparent 
sham devised to give an appearance of ac- 
quiescence in the demand of the committee 
of citizens, but its effect was destroyed by 
the character of the committee of confer- 
ence and the ease with which its report was 
accepted. 


Nothing but constant vigilance will pre- 
vent the aqueduct scheme from becoming a 
disgraceful political job in the hands of this 
commission, and it will be no easy matter 
to keep the people awake to their interests 
during the series of years that must inter- 
vene before the work is completed. There 
are certain things which we have a right to 
demand and expect during the early stages 
of the enterprise at least, but there 
are numerous perils which should not 
for a moment be overlooked. Mayor 
Epson has professed throughout a desire 
to save this great work from the hands of 
the politicians and to haveit conducted upon 
the strictest business principles. He is to be 
one of the Commissioners, and will have an 
opportunity to insist upon the principles 
which he has advocated. Controller Camp- 
BELL’s character and reputation give us the 
right to expect that he too will insist upon 
efficiency and economy and a constant re- 
gard for the highest interests of this com- 
munity. He knows perfectly well that these 
cannot be secured without keeping political 
considerations from having any influence 
whatever upon the action of the Commis- 
sioners. 


While Mr. Lane was put upon the com- 
mission because he is a Democrat and Mr. 
Down because he is a Republican, and while 
that principle of selection is utterly vicious, 
those two gentlemen are business men of the 
highest respectability who ought to have at 
heart the interests of the City and its tax- 
payers. We have aright to expect of them 
that they will co-operate with the Mayor 
and Controller in keeping the aqueduct work 
out of politics. If these four men will 
forget their political afliliations, firmly 
withstand the enormous pressure that 1s 
sure to. be brought upon them, and 
work together for the promotion of 
the enterprise in an honest, efficient, 
and economical manner, they will have it in 
their power to thwart the designs of the 
politicians who propose to make of it a rich 
mine of party patronage. In Commissioner 
THompson and Mr. SPENCER, we are free 
to say, we have no confidence whatever. 
The former is a politician who will seek all 
the advantage for his faction that can be got 
out of this or any other public work. Mr. 
SPENCER represents Tammany Hall on the 
commission, and it needs very little reason- 
ing power to infer from that single fact 
what his course will be. 


The best that we can hope for is an hon- 
orable, upright, and public spirited co-oper- 
ation on the part of Messrs. Epson, Camp- 
BELL, Down, and Lawe to save us from the 
disgrace of having a huge political job 
made out of the necessities of the City for 
an increased water supply. But we have 
the worst to fear. Politicians, inspired by 
selfishness and greed, are wily, watchful, 
and persistent. They will have two repre- 
sentatives on the commission who are in full 
accord with their spirit and purposes, and 
they will beset the entire body with all the 
wiles and influences which they can bring 
to bear. Messrs. Lange and Dowp will 
be made to feel that they owe their 
positions to certain political factions, 
and that they were put upon 
the commission to represent the wishes and 
interests of those factions, and it will re- 
quire no common sagacity and firmness to 
enable them to resist the pressure which 
they will be made to feel. In a little more 
than a year andahalf a new Mayor will 
have to be elected and a new Controller will 
have to be appointed, and we may be sure 
that the aqueduct enterprise will enter with 
all its weight into the contest for the choice 
of successors to the present incumbents of 
those oftices. The politicians will combine 

| and employ all the arts and devices known 
to their trade to secure to themselves the 
places on this commission which will then 
have to be filled. 

From all these chances and perils we

of whose members were citizens 
chosen without regard to political affilia- 
tions and for their eminent fitness alone. 
This is what the citizens should have de- 
manded at the first momént, and insisted 
upon without wavering or shadow of turn- 
ing to the last moment. But the citizens 
were slow, hesitating, and yielding, while 
the politicians were alert, active, and de- 
termined. Now we shall have to fight, year 
after year, against the jobbery and partisan- 
ship which will contend for control in the 
building of the aqueduct, with all the sub- 
stantial advantages of the contest on the side 
of politicians. 

SATE CSTE FT 


A DEMORALIZED DEPARTMENT. 


The Grand Jury have made a present- 
ment against Capt. Wu..1AMs, of the Twen- 
ty-ninth Police Precinct, and Capt. AL- 
LAIRE, of the Tenth, alleging dereliction of 
duty in the matter of suppressing or raiding 
gambling-houses and illegal drinking-places 
in their several precincts. The case looks 
to be very strong against these officers. The 
presentment shows that Capt. WILLrams on 
the 21st of February last was furnished with 
a list of the places within his precinct in 
which gambling games were regularly car- 
ried on. Itis further said that Capt. W- 
LIaMS showed, on the 9th of January, 1883, 
that he knew of the existence of these 
gambling hells, because, under that date, he 
made a report to the Police Department 
showing the nature of the complaints al- 
leged against each and all of the places re- 
ferred to. Capt. ALLAIRE, it is charged, 
was notified of repeated violations of the 
Excise law committed in his precinct, the 
names of the offenders, and the details of 
their offense being furnished by complain- 
ants. Nevertheless, it is alleged, no steps 
were taken to suppress the illegal traffic or 
bring the offenders to justice. In conclu- 
sion, the Grand Jury recommend that Capt. 
WritaMs and Capt. ALLAIRE be removed 
from their positions and from the force on 
account of their manifest unfitness. 

These are grave indictments, and we may 
trust the District Attorney (who has certain- 
ly shown zeal and discretion in the discharge 
of the duties of his office) to bring to justice 
and to public contempt any officers who have 
been guilty of dereliction of duty or of com- 
plicity with violators of the law. But who is 
going to call the Police Commissioners to 
account? On the 9th of January, Capt. 
WILLrIAMs sent to the Police Department a 
list of places in which, as alleged, gambling 
games were regularly maintained. Thatcom- 
munication was laid before the Commission- 
ers—unless the Commissioners were crimi- 
nally neglectful of theirduty. Whatdid the 
Commissioners do about it? If any Police 
Captain had knowledge of violations of the 
laws relating to gambling and the sale of in- 
toxicating beverages, the Police Commis- 
sioners were equally well-informed. Did 
the Commissioners order the enforcement 
of the law? Did they particularly order 
that Capt. WruizaMs, for example, should 
raid the places which he reported Jan. 9, 
1888, were maintained in defiance of law? 
If not, why not? What would happen to a 
Police Captain who should make a raid upon 
an illegal establishment the proprietors of 
which had friendly relations with a Police 
Commissioner? Why did not the. Board of 
Police Commissioners take some action on 
the report made by Capt. WruiraMs Jan. 9, 
1883? These are questions that must, soon- 
er or later, be answered. 


EMPLOYERS AND WOREMEN. 


While thousends of miners were making 
preparations in Pittsburg last week for the 
great strike which began on Tuesday, and 
in which the iron-workers of the West 
now threaten to take part, a bill was 
passed by the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture providing for the adjustment of 
disputes between employers and em- 
ployed in the iron, steel, glass, textile, 
and coal industries by boards of arbitra- 
tion and conciliation. This bill, which will 
soon become a law, deserves the careful at- 
tention of employers and workmen through- 
out the country, for it is said to be the first 
attempt to establish by law in the United 
States tribunals like those which have for 
many years successfully and peacefully ad- 
justed differences between capital and 
labor in France and England, There is no 
other nation in the world where the dangers 
and losses resulting from unadjusted 
differences of this kind are greater 
than in this, and the demand for a 
remedy is so imperative that both strikers 
and employers ought to eagerly welcome 
any plan that promises to bring them face 
to face in amicable consultation, and to 
yield decisions which both can respect and 
accept. 

The Pennsylvania bill provides that in re- 
sponse to proper applications from employ- 
ers and workmen the courts shall issue 
licenses for the establishment of tribunals or 
boards in which each side shall have an 
equal number of elected members. There is 
also to be an umpire, mutually chosen. 
After questions have been submitted they are 
first to be considered by a conciliation com- 
mittee. Ifa settlement cannot be made by 
the unanimous vote of this committee the 
question comes before the full board, with the 
understanding that the umpire’s decision 
shall be final. This decision may be made a 
matter of recordin the courts, and judgment 
may be entered upon it and enforced. 

It isin Europe that those who have se- 
cured the passage of this bill must look for 
that encouragement which is afforded by 
the successful working of similar boards. 
The French Conseils des Prud’ hommes, of 
which there ere now more than 100, were first 
established by law in 1806. These boards 
have heard hundreds of thousands of com- 
plaints, and more than nine-tenths of the 
cases laid before them have been settled by 
conciliation. In only a few instances have 
formal judgments been required. Arbitra- 
tion is compulsory upon the application of 
either party, and the decisions of these 
boards can be enforced like those of a court. 
The compulsory feature of the French sys- 
tem has never been approved in England. 
Previcus to 1860 arbitration was successful- 
ly applied in that country to the settlement 
of disputes between employers and work- 
men, notably in the pottery trade, but the 
boards had only a temporary existence, and 
were formed to meet emergencies. In that

land, the supporters of the Pennsylvania bill 
can find abundant proof that these methods, 
wisely used, may be of inestimable value to 
both capital and labor. 

These English boards have no legal ex- 
istence, and thereis no power, except a sense 
of honor in those who appeal to them, to 
enforce the acceptance of their decisions. 
One side has as many votes as the other, 
and the discussions are not restricted by 
ceremony or parliamentary rules. In the 
twenty years that have passed since the 
formation of the Nottingham board every 
difference about wages in the hosiery and 
glove trade of that place is said to have 
been amicably settled. Every decision, with 
one exception, of the umpires in the North 
of England iron trade during the first ten 
years of that board’s existence was accepted 
and obeyed. It cannot be denied that where 
these voluntary boards have been established 
in England they have been remarkably ef- 
fective. Representatives of each side, meet- 
ing face to face, have reasoned with each 
other upon an equal footing, have learned 
to understand each other, and have been 
led to moderation and concession. 

If there be any defect in the Pennsylva- 
nia bill it is in the provisions which estab- 
lish so close a connection between the pro- 
posed boards and the courts. The ideal board 
of arbitration for industrial disputes is one 
which relies for the enforcement of its de- 
cisions upon the good sense and honor of 
both parties. The compulsory plan, so un- 
popular in England, would be especially 
obnoxious in this country. The Pennsyl- 


‘vania bill provides that an appeal may be 


made to the courts for the enforcement of 
an umpire’s decision. It will be the part of 
wisdom for the boards to keep as far away 
from the courts as possible. The boards 
must trust and depend upon the good faith 
ot those who apply for arbitration. lf they 
begin work by leaning upon the courts they 
will soon become unpopular and useless. 


ELEGANT PAUPERISM. 


The revelations of the Tewksbury inquest 
have been full of horror, but they have also 
given the public an entirely new conception 
of the inhabitants of ourAlms-houses. The 
popular idea of the pauper has been that he 
is utterly penniless, and that he enters the 
Alms-house only as the last means of escape 
from starvation. This, however, appears 
to be a mistake. We read of one female 
pauper who, on entering the Tewksbury in- 
stitution, was deprived of a silk dress, and 
of a male pauper who accuses the manager 
of the Alms-house of having robbed him of 
most of the $37 which he had in his pocket 
on becoming a pauper. And now there 
comes from Pittsburg a report that the male 
and female paupers in one of the Alms- 
houses have shocked the manager by frivol- 
ous conduct, including flirtation. 

We must give up our old ideas of the 
poverty of paupers and the misery'of their 
lives. In Massachusetts paupers go to the 
Alms-house arrayed in silk and with $37 in 
their pockets. It is true that life ‘in the 
Tewksbury Alms-house was anything but 
pleasant, but the disappointment of its pau- 
pers was itself a proof that Tewksbury dif- 
fered from most other Massachusetts Alms- 
houses. The latter are probably pleasant 
retreats, where ladies can wear silk dresses 
and enjoy a refined leisure, and where men 
with $37 in their possession can spend their 
money in such few luxuries as the establish- 
ment does not provide. 

Whether the Pennsylvania Alms-houses 
are like those of Massachusetts can only be 
surmised. If, however, the Pittsburg paupers 
spend their time in flirtation and other ele- 
gant exercises, they must be at least as well 
off as the Massachusetts paupers. In view 
of these facts it would be interesting to 
know what becomes of poor and destitute 
people in Massachusetts and Pennsylvania. 
Obviously they do not go to Alms-houses 
and thrust themselves into the company of 
silk-clad, moneyed, and flirting ladies and 
gentlemen. Itis time that the charitable 
people of the two Commonwealths in ques- 
tion should provide some sort of plain, yet 
comfortable, retreat for the poor, and it 
would be a good idea to compel the present 
occupants of Alms-houses to pay for the sup- 
port of the real paupers. 





The reported defeat of Ex Manor, the 
false prophet of the Soudan, comes just in 
time (if authentic) to reverse in some meas- 
ure the effect of his previous : successes and 
his recent capture of Khartoum. But Eng- 
land’s Egyptian problem is too momentous 
to be solved by‘the event of one battle, or 
even of one campaign. The superstitious 
faith of Orientals in a favorite leader has 
practically no limit. ARasr Pasha was 
anything but a prophet, yet his followers 
thought him invincible, even:when the fugi- 
tives ot Tel-el-Kebir were pouring into 
Cairo. Haxm Ben Hascurm, the Central 
Asian impostor of the eighth century, (fa- 
miliar to all readers of Moore as the Veiled 


‘Prophet of Khorassan,) was the idol of his 


soldiers up .to the very hour when he poi- 
soned them all preparatory to his own sui- 
cide. Monammep himself was repeatedly 
defeated, and even wounded, without shak- 
ing the faith of his adherents one whit. 
Moreover, the 5,000 men routed by Col. 
Hicxs are a mere tithe of the impostor’s to- 
tal force, and the fanatic zeal of the native 
tribes will soon repair hislosses. In a word, 
it is probable that nothing short of the death 
of Ex Manopr himself can put an end to 


the crusade which he has begun. 


The people of New-York and Brooklyn will 
be disappointed at Mr. Evarts's declining te make 
a.speech at the bridge opening. The bridge is a 
mile long, and in that respect seems to 
be an idesl subject for Mr. Evanrs’s oratory. 
But Mr. Krxesiey need not have made any apolo- 
gy forthe selection of the day for the opening, 
whieh happens also to be the birthday of the Queena 
of England. The Irish and American demagogues 
who are clamoring for a change of the date to 
Decoration Day would only make matters worse, 
for the 30th of May is the birthday of Sir Riczarp 
AssuETon Cross, and he is a howling Tory.

The correspondent of THE ‘timES who has 
beon making observations in the peach-growlug 
districts of Delaware, Maryland, and Virginia 
points out that the eonditions are not positively 
unfavorable tora full crop of peaches this year. 
he lateness of the Spring has had the good effect 
of retarding the growth of the buds, and thus ren- 
dering them less liable to blight. A period of 
warm weather, follewed by a cold snap, is 
the cenditien most feared by peach-zrowers at 


this season of the year. Unfortunately it is 
not yet too late for frost, and the wise owners of 
orchards will not bégin to estimate their annual 
yield until after the 15th of May. Altheugh straw- 
berries have been offered for sale in large quanti- 
ties in New-York for a month past, yet none of 
them were grown as far north as Virginia and Ma- 
ryland, where all the early berries were killed by 
frost. One of the most significant facts mentionea 
by this correspondent is the virtual abandonment of 


fruit-culture In certain counties of Delaware the | 


names of which have until recently been associated 
with the growing of peaches. The uneertainty of 
the crops and the competition to wnich they were 
forced to submit have induced many of the farm- 
ers to sow their lands with wheat. In the end this 
change is likely to prove beneficial to the State.

Representatives of the Board of Health ap- 
pealed to the courts yesterday in order to prevent 
the sale of a quantity of tea which they declare to 
be unwholesome and unfit for use. The new law 
prohibiting the importation of adulterated and un- 
wholesome teas went into effect on March 2, 
but teas actually on shipboard at that time 
for shipment to this country were ex- 
cepted from the prohibition. The teas against 
the sale of which an injunction has been issued 
arrived at this port from China last week. Owing 
probably to the exception noted above, it became 
necessary 10 proceed under the law of 1881, which 
seems to completely cover cases of this kind, 
Great quantities of inferior tea have been brought 
to this port since the adoption of stringent regula- 
tions against their admission at European ports, and 
both the law of 1881 and the law of 1888 ought to be 
rigidly enforced here. Tea-drinkers know very 
well that worthless stuff called tea aboundsia our 
markets, and they very properly demand that the 
United States shall no longer receive the refuse 
and the poisonous compourds which other nations 


have rejeeted.

“THE CYNIC.” 

Mr. Herman C. Merivale’s. drama, called 
“The Cynie,” was performed at the Fifth-Avenue 
Theatre yesterday afternoon for the benefit of 
Miss Kate Pattison, the leading actress in Mrs. 
Langtry’s company. Miss Pattison, it Is under- 
stood, has bought the American right—as it is 
called—in Mr. Merivale’s play; that is to say, the 
right to produce “The Cynio” throughout this 
country. Mr. Merivale’s drama was not, we believe, 
particularly popular in London. The work was 
brought forward there at the Prince of 
Wales’s Theatre, with Mr. Hermann Vezin 
and Mrs. Kenda] in the two important charac- 
ters. Mrs. Kendal was succeeded in her part by 
Miss Pattison. The part is known as Daisy Brent. 
Although “The Cynic” was nota popular play in 
London, it was admired and praised by many ob- 
servant, careful writers; it was described as a re- 
markable, striking, and streng drama. In the gir- 
cumstances, people here shonld be grateful to Miss 
Pattison for giving them a chance to see ‘*The 
Cynio.”” Mr. Merivale, it need hardly be said, is 
the prineipal author of ‘“ForgetMe-Not,” an 
extremely bright and effective play of a sub- 
tle kind. He has written other plays which 
havé merits, and he has written verse which 
is good enough at times to be confounded with 
poetry. He possesses the poetic spirit, which is 
found too seldom inthe lebor of contemporary 
dramatists. The poetry of our dramatists is almost 
as stirring and imaginative as that of Mr. Tupper 
or Dr. Holland. Mr. Merivale’s literary sense and 
his dramatic instinct are certainly pronounced, 
and when he manages to use ‘both skillfully, the 
result of his effort is apt te be worthy 
of attention. The subject of “The Cynic” 
is ourious and interesting. This play tells the 
experience of a strange, sombre, malicious eharac- 
ter, Count Lestrange, who represents, in an ab- 


stract way, the evil of the nineteenth century. As 
the nineteenth eentury happens to cover a multi- 
tude of sins, and as its 83 years stand for nearly the 
whole progress of exact science, starting with 
Goethe and ending with Darwin, it isolear that the 
evil of this period, in the sense of ‘* The Cynic,” 
means the evil of our own time. CountiLestrange 
is sup d to carry on the brilliant traditions 
of Satan and Mephistopheles. He belongs to all 
ages, he is born anew in various ages, and he is at 
present one of our sagacious and esteemed con- 
temporaries. He is a dark-haired, dark-faced, 
dark-eyed man, in a blaek froek coat and in black 
gloves, with an atmosphere of gloom hanging 
about him likea peisonous odor about some sad, 
heavy, voluptuous flower. But Count Lestrange is 
not at alla voluptueus person. He has no faith in 
love, no belief in men, no respect for women. Mr. 
Merivale has set him down as a cynic. He is, if 
we may be more correet than Mr. Merivale is,a 
villainous person who has knocked his head against 
the world and has not found the world to his lik- 
ing. The character, in itsspirit and motive, is not 
at all original. Cynical and satanic personalities 
are not uncommon in our drama. Melodrama 
abounds with plotters who are weighed down with 
bitterness against humanity. Bat Mr. Merivale has 
treated his nineteenth century Mephistopheles 
with an’ intellectual audacity which commands 
thought, almost sympathy. As a type of 
revolt against the mg the weakness, the im- 
morality, of our society, Lestrange is an exceeding- 
ly effective character. As a charaeter of drama, 
however, he is eften commonplace and dull. His 
philosophy is suggestive; his action is ridieulous. 
A man so bright and-so clear-minded as he is not 
the sort of man who takes part in a stupid, illogical 
intrigne, and who becomes, finally, a theatrically 
awkward deus ex machina. In the fourth aet of 
“ The Cynic,” for instance, Lestrange attempts to 
show that a young woman who is under 
his protection is really under the protec- 
tion of her lover. Every one on the stage 
believes him, though in reai life no one 
could believe him, sinee the ‘young woman has 
proof, proof beyond question, that her protector is 
Lestrange. An old grave-digger who appears in 
the scene fora brief time is her witness—and Mr. 
Merivale does not permit her to call upon him. 
But it is improbable that Lestrange could make 
use of his expedient without the amiable help of 
Mr. Merivale. The story of ‘The Cynic” may be 
told in a few words. Lestrange offers a wager 
with Lady Luscombe, a rich and weak woman 
more or less in love with him, that Daisy Brent, 
who is under her charge,and whose aged and 
wicked husband is in India, will lose her character 
and virtue within a year. Lestrange uses every 
means that he knows of to diagrace Daisy Brent. 
He brings her into contact with her old lover, Guy 
Faucit. He forces them to avow their love for 
each other. He gives a false eolor to their friend- 
ship, and induces men and women te think 
that Daisy Brent is an adulterous wife. It 
turns out in the end that the wicked 
Brent of India is dead, and that the lovers 
have aright to marry; whereupon Count Lastrange, 
who is still inclined to be obstreperous, is conven- 
jently struck by lightning. There is, it will be per- 
ceived, a tone of cheap and unnatural humor 
within this play which ean hardly deceive the cyn- 
ical medern spectator, who is inclined to laugh 
at that kind of humor and to find farce in it. 
The logicality of the play, we have seen, is 
not by any means lucid. The dramatic action 
is often slow, forced, and wanting in both 
movement and imagination. Yet, in spite 
of its faults, in spite of its radical weakness, “The 
Cynic” is a play that one cannot see without re- 
spect and interest. It has intellectual vigor, 
dramatic significance, earnest feeling. It falls 
short of being a thoroughly fine play; yet itisa 
play of strength and one above the crowd. {itis 
worth some thought. It can hardly be popular. 
we imagine, anywhere. 

The performanee was borne chiefly by Mr. C. P. 
Flockton, a very able member of Mr. Wallack’s 
company. Mr. Flockton has shown talent on 
many occasions, put bis talent was con- 
spicuous yesterday. The repose and quiet 
suegestivenees of his acting were strongly im- 
pressive. His Lestrange was a significant, pew- 
erful charaeterization. Miss Pattison may be 
safely described as an actrees of experience and 
taste, hardly as an actress of talent. She may be 
dependea npon to exert herself intelligently, but 
her acting Is artificial in its spirit. Her Daisy Brent 
was @ graceful, pleasing performance, without 
depth. The supporting cast was quite satisfactory, 
andineluded Mr. Frank Cooper. Mr. Macdonald, 
Mr. Buckstone, Mr. Seiton, Miss Measor, and Miss 
Chalgrove—actors chosen from the companies of 
Mr. Wyndham, Mr. Wallack, and Mrs. Langtry.

RIVAL FACTORY—GBEAT PEOFITS. 
New-Haven, May 3.—A match manufac. 
turer of this city said to-day that it was understood 
that the Ives & Judd match factory, of Cheshire, 
had been purchased by the Diamond Match Com- 
pany, which has already swallowed up many othes 
eoncerns, and has virtually a monopoly ef the 
busizess in this country.

WILLIAM PENN’S HOUSE. 


TO BE TORN DOWN AND RE-ERECTED IN 
FAIRMOUNT PARE, 

PHILADELPHIA, May 3.—The removal of 
William Penn’s old house trom Letitia street, near 
Seeond, to the main entrance to West Fairmount 
Park, where the structure will be again erected, 
will begin In about a week. The house will be 
taken entirely apart. All the doors, windows, and 
other parts will be numbered, so that the building 
may be re-erected inas nearly its present condi- 
tion as possible. Itis estimated that about two 


months will be necessary to complete the work. 
The removal of this landmark was y 
by the fact that the use of the ground 
upon which the house now stands is required 
by the owners, O. S. Janney & Uo., who contem- 
piate an extension of the building at present oc- 
cupied by them. A party of gentlemen, represented 
by Na E. Janney and Henry S. Coates, de- 
cided to purchase ths house and remove it to a fit- 
ting site in the park.

Before the House adjourned a message was re- 
ceived from the Senate announcing that that body 
had declined, on motion of the noterious Grady, 
to sanetion the addition of Mr. Godwin’s name to 
the list of Commissioners.

The Aqueduct bili, as abeve, came up in 
the Senate as amendeded in the Assembly, and a 
motion to concur in the amendment was lost by a 
vote of 11 to 18.

The hand of the politiciam and ‘the stamp of 
“job” were discovered when the report of the con- 
ference committee favoring the widrawal ef Parke 
Godwin'’s name was presented tc the House in 
the evening. There were rumors before the com- 
mittee met that the introduction of Mr. Godwin’s 
name was part of the scheme planned by the New- 
York peliticians to defeat the wishes of the citizens. 
The hal¥ dozen gentlemen who constituted the 
citizens’ committee appeared before the confer- 
ence committee in the afternoon and Judge Ar- 
noux became theirspokesman. He told the eommit- 
tee that the citizens who met in Cooper Institute de- 


* sired four citizen Commissioners,and preferred that 


they should be appeinted by the Mayor. He was 
questioned particularly on this point, and he main- 
tained that a seventh Commissioner was ab- 
solutely mecessary. Subsequently, in an in- 
formal conversation, every member of the 
citizens committee realized that a job was 
absut to be perpetrated, took the ground that 
there should pe seven Commissioners, or no 
aqueduct, with allof its possibilities of plender- 
fag the City Treasury. Orlande B. Potter, 
who had been followin the Committee 
about like a shadow, and who is most anxious for 
the aqueduct to be built, said that this was not 
& eorrect interpretation of the tax-payers’ wishes. 
An incident indicating that the aqueduet scheme 
has fallen intothe hands of the politicians was 
the intense Opposition whieh John J. O’Brien ex- 
hibited to the addition of a seventh Commis- 
sioner. His henehman, Werfelman, interprated thia 
sentiment when he absented himself from the 
chamber, and thus avoided voting against 
the report of the conference commit- 
tee end against his party as well. 
the cenference committee Senators Grady 
and Daly and Assemblymen Murphy, 
and Putty Johnson, constituting a major- 
ity, agreed to report in favor of the 
Assembly, withdrawing Mr. Godwin’s name. 
Senator Baldwin and Assemblyman Howe, 
the two Republicans, and Spinola dissented from 
the report. The leader of the Democracy pre- 
sented this sapens to the House, cracked the 
party whip, and ordered the gag. This was such 
a0 unwarrantable plan to prevent debate that it 
aroused indignation among the Republicans. 
Mr. Koosevelt denounced it as an outrage, 
and demanded the yeas and nays. The 
gag was ordered, however, by 70 to 4i, 
every Republican in the House voting against 
it. - The adoption of the report of the 
conference committees was next in order. 
Mr. Roosevelt raised the peint of order 
that the members were entitled to their 
two minutes in which to explain their votes. 
The Speaker, he said, had allowed this 
privilege on the passage of the report of 
the conferenee committee on the Supply bill, 
but bad denied it on that partisan measure, the 
Apportionment bill. He demanded that on this 
eceasion, when a most infamous spoils grabbing 
scheme was before the House. tne privilege should 
be allowed. The Speaker had no right te deny 
it on'a measure so absolutely infamous as this in 
its present form. The Citizens’ Committee had de- 
clared that they would rather have it beaten than 
become a law with only six Commissioners. The 
Speaker ruled that therecould be no two-minute 
explanations, and there was a murmur of delight 
from the Democrats. 


Mr. Hewe presented a minority repert in favor 
of retaining the seventh Commissioner, and at the 
fame time protested against such outrageous 
methods of forcing the majority reportthrough the 
House. When the rol! was called Farmer Broeks was 
permitted to explain that he voted for the 
report because the Mayor's eommission bad 
reported that an aqueduct was neces- 
sary. To Mr. Crane he admitted that he 
ha not read the Mayor's protest against 
the Aqueduct pill, published in the morning pa- 
pers. The Demoerats showed their magna- 
nimity by _ refusing to allow Messrs. Howe 
and : - Brooks toe explain their votes. 
Mr. Roesch, of Tammany, was given consent 
to explain his affirmative vote. and as there was 
no consistency in allowing Democrats to speak and

Mr. Roosevelt again alluded to the fact that the 
Citizens’ Committee demanded a seventh Commis- 
sioner, and that he and his party on 
the floor had done everything that jt possibly 
pould to secure it tor them. He was 
as anxious as anybody to have an increased water 
supply, and so were bis associates. But with 
the liability of a dead-look in the board 
of six with a preponderance of politicians in it, 
with the citizens opposed to it, with many of the 
city officials disappreving of it, he could not possi- 
bly vote for this report.

TRICKS OF THE LAST HOURS. 
ALITTLE RIDER OF SPINOLA’S DISCOVERED 
—VIGOROUS USE OF THE GAG. 

ALBANY, May 3.—The tricks which were an- 
ticipated fn the last heurs of the session began to 
be perpetrated in all their boldness by the Demo- 
cratic majority and its employes at the even- 
ing session. The first to be discovered 
was one by which a bill of Senator F. Lansing, 
authorizing the sale of abandoned canal and 
other State lands, was jumped te a_ third 
reading. Messrs. Boynton, Armstrong, and 
Clapp had a ryivid recollection that 
the dill was not ordered to a 
third reading, although an attempt in this direc- 
tion was “made by Judge Smith. The Journal 
showed a different state of affairs, and the Demo- 


crats sanctioned the fraud by refusing to put the 
bill aside. Mr. Boynton entered his protest against 


this violation of the rules by the clerks, and it was |

The next trick was in connection with the bill re-

This was discovered 
by Mr. Howe and exposed. with the result of 
having the rider knocked off. Then the bill was 
passed. Oriando B. Potter appeared to evince a 
great del of interest for this rider. for he came 
down the aisle and sadly eyed the man with 
the wonderful shirt collar. Tne Court of 
Appeals printing job, having for its purpose the 
transfer of a bit of political patronage from Re- 
publican to Democratic rinters, when it 
was first put on its fin passage created 
an uproar og * the representatives of both po- 
litieal es. nedict took charge of it and ap- 
plied the gag. This was regarded as such an ont- 
rageous effort to cut off amendment and debate that 
every Republican who could talk utilized his two 
tinutes in denouncing the measure and the tricks 
which hod been resorted to in order to progress 
it. Speaker Chapin must have anticipated the 
sterm,. for he abandoned the chair. It 
was declared that the bill was unconstitutional 
because it imposed upon the Court of 
Appeals the making of contracts. Major 
Farrar aroused the anger of the Demoerats 
by the declaration that there was $100,000 in tne 
job for the Albany organ of the Demooracy. and 
that it could afford. to pay members to vote for it. 

Farmer Brooks especially was wroth and de- 
mandedi tnat the stenographer should preserve the 
notes of his speech for the future use of the House. 
Mr, J. W. Higgins, Democrat, said his party was do- 
ing itself proud by the passage of such a bill 
as this and of the Buffalo partisan bills. 
Mr. Hunt lashed the Speaker fer _ his 
unfairness in ruling when the trick to pro- 
gress it to a third reading was discovered 
A man who received 3,000 Republican votes could 
well afford, he asserted, to be just to the Republi- 
can minority on this floor.

SANDY HOOK PILOTS VICTORIOUS. 
THKIR FEES NOT TO BE REDUCED—IMPORT- 
ANT BILLS PASSED IN THE SENATE. 

ALBANY, May 3.—The bill to reduce the 
fees of Sandy Hook pilots about 33 per cent. was 
called up ferathird reading this morning, when 
Mr. Jacobs, who has heretofore opposed the re- 
duction, surrendered the championship of the pilots 
to Mr. Grady, on account of illness, from ‘which 
he has been suffering forseveral days past. He 
contented himself bysimplyoctating that the chief 
ebjeetion to the bill was that it made too largea 
reduction in the pilots’ fees. He said the pilots were 
willing to accept a reasonable reduction, but the 
percentage proposed by this bill was so large as to 
threaten the destruction of the entire system of 
piletage in the port of New-York. The better 


way, in his opinion, would be to eppoint a com- 
mittee te examine the whole question and report 
a fair and reasonable bill at the next session. 

Mr. Grady then made an elaborate specch against 
the bill, which he began by moving that it be re- 
eommitted, with instractions to strike out the 
enacting clause. He said the advocates of this bill 
based their argument on the necessity of lighten- 
ing the burdens om the commerce of New- York, but 
it did mot speak well for their intelligence 
or fairness that they preposed to cemmence 
their eeonemy by deducting a third from 
the inceme of the hard-werking pilots who had 
done more te pretect the commerce ef New-York 
than all the commercial bedies or lobbyists who 
were pushing this bill had everdone. The real 
burden on the commerce of New-Yerk did not 
come fromthe pilots, but from the ship brokers, 
who, to a man, werein favor of this bill They, 
with the foreign steam-ship companies, were the 
men who sought to reduce the income of the 
pilets. There was no pablic demand fer it. but it 
came from men who had no interest in the com- 
merce of New-York or ip the country, except what 
they eould make out of them. The pilots, he said, 
under the present rate ef fees, made about $2,500 a 
year each,-and he submitted that this was not an 
exerbitant income for men whe followed the 
dangerous calling and endured the hardships that 
they did. The bill preposed to take ever $800 from 
tho yearly income of the pilots and with this sum 
to make up a pension fund for the support of 
wealthy foreign steam-ship owners. A similar bill 
was before the Senate last year, and was rejocted, 
and he trusted that this bill would be rejected in 
like manner. 

Mr. MaeArtbur offered an amendment that the 
pilot fees be reduced 20 per cent. He said he was 
satisfied that the present fees were iz many cases 
toe large. and he offered this asa fair compre

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Mr. Koch, who introduced the bill at the request, 
as he said, of members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, declined to accept this or any amendment 
of like character. He said that he was at first in 
fayor of a compromise, but ne had been instructed 
by these who asked for the bill not to accept any 
amendment. He was satisfied that the bill was 
a fair one as it stood, and he hoped it would pass. 
Mr. MacArthur said that, inasmuch as the author of 
the bill had declined, by inetructions, to accept his 
compromise, be would withdraw it and leave the 
bill te its fate.

Mr. ann | replied that since that time the pilots 
had surrendered what was ¢allea “ off-shore pilot- 
age,"’ which was equal to giving up 25 per cent. of 
their fees. 

Mr. Fitzgerald and Mr. Roberts oppesed the bill. 
The latter said that some of the men whe now ad- 
vocated reducing the pilots’ fees refused the other 

’ day to reduce the ebarges of therieh elevator com- 
paniés. And yet they called themselves the triends 
of the laboring man. The vote being taken on the 

assage of the bill it was lost by 14 to 12, as fol-

Mr. Thomas, in explaining his vote, said that he 
was inelined to think that the bill was right in 
principle, but it was no more right than the Ele- 
vator bill.

He did not think 
the Senate would deserve mueh credit if it passed 
the former while rejecting the latter. Mr. 
Daly said the difference was that the commercial 
bodies of New-York opposed the latter bill while 
they favored this. Mr. Grady wished to know if 
this Senate sat here simply for the purpose of 
echoing the sentiments of what were led the 
**commercial bodies” of New-York. 

The Commerce and Navigation Committee re- 
ported the Assembly Harbor-masters bill, with an 
amondment striking out the provision by which 
one Harbor-master is detailed to look after canal- 

ats,and with an amendment inserting the old 

rovisien foran appeal to the Captain of the Port 
from decisions of Harbor-masters. An attempt 
was made to put the bill on its passage immedi- 
ately, but its friends, fearing it would be beaten, 
had it laidaside. The biil puts the Harber-masters 
on salaries of $2,500 each, which are to be paid by 
the State, while they continue to be appointed by 
the Governor and Senate, as at present. 

The act supplementa! te the Supply bill appro- 
priating $15,000 for the maintenance of Quarantine 
was passed; also the bil] awarding 20 per cent. of 
the excise money of Brook!yn to the police pension 
fund of that city. 

At the evening session of the Senate a motion 
was made and lost to order the General Surface 
Railroad bill to a third reading. The Senate then 
went into Committee of the Whole to consider the 
bill. Mr. Browning moved to strike out section 6,

Its previsions, he _ said, were drawn 
with a view to protecting the rights claimed by 
existing com es, rather than to provide a law 
under which future railroads may be constructed 
and operated. If these existing companies have 
any rights they ean be protected in the courts, and 
need not be mentioned in a general bill of 
this kind. Mr. Russell objected to the bill because 
it does not prose thata percentage of the gross 
receipts of railroads shall be paid into the 
treasury of any city of New-York State. He 
wished to have a provision apply also to 

Brooklyn, and he moved that it be amended

A RAILWAY MAN’S SUICIDE. 


AN EX-SUPERINTENDENT OF THE WISCONSIN 
CENTRAL RAILWAY TAKES CHLOROFORM. 
MILWAUKEE, May 3.—C. R. Hanchett, for- 

merly Superintendent of the Wiscensin Central 

Railway, committed suicide this mornizg in his 

room at the Grand-Avenue Hotel. Mr. Hanehett 

had been in ill health for some time, and haa ex- 
perienced trouble with his head. He had been out 
of empleyment fortwo months, and this, coupled 
with ill health, caused despondency,which resulted 
in his death this morning. Mr. Hanchett retired 
to his room at 10 o’cloek last night, after passing 


the evening pleasantly in the company of his 
wife's sister, Miss Griswold. After closing his door 
he called for a glass of water. When this was 
banded him he said *‘Thank you,”’ and elosed the 
door. 

This was the last time he was seen alive. He did 
not come te the breakfast table, but this created 
no surprise. When the dinner hour came and he 
did not put in an appearance the deor was forced 
by Miss Griswold and the body found on the bed in 
his sleeping apartment. Near him was found a 
small bottle which bad evidently contained chloro- 
ferm, the seent being perceptible in the room. 
When the door was first opened Dr. Hare was sum- 
moned, and he said that life had been extinct at 
least three hours and a half, and death had un- 
doubtediy been caused by chloroform. Mrs, 
Hauchett has been absent during the past week 
visiting relatives. She was expected heme to-day 
at noon, but did not arrive. An inquest will be 
held to-morrow. 

The unfortunate man was 33 years old and was 
well known. His suicide caused a great sensation 
in the city.

ACCIDENTAL DEATHS NEAR LOCKPORT—GAS 
EXPLOSION NEAR VICKSBURG. 

Lockport, N. Y., May 3.—At about 6 0’clock 
last evening Edward ©. Redhead, 14 years o]d, and 
his younger brother, were playing in a boat in the 
hydraulic race, above the locks, in this city. The 
elder boy fell out of the boat and was carried by 
the swift current under the gate below the Pine- 


street bridge, His body was recovered soon after, 
but life was extinct. 

About 9 o’elock this morning Jonathan Vincent, 
of Charlotteville, eight miles from Lockport, while 
sawing a block on a buzz-saw, was instantly killed 
by the block flying and striking him over the heart. 
Mr. Vincent was a member of the firm of Shaw, 
Vincent & Co., whose establishment at Charlotte- 
ville is the largest manufactory of peach-baskets 
and crates in this vicinity. He was 65 years old 
and one of the best known and most esteemed cit- 
izens of the town of Newfane. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., May 3.—A fatal accident 
occurred at the Refnge Oil Mills, two miles below 
this city, at 10 o’elock last night. Bernard Don- 
nelly, a watchman, went to the gas vault, situated 
some distance from the mill, to wind up the gas 
machine. When he had reaehed the door Harry 
Parks, Miss Minnie Cavender, and Miss Lelia 
McMasters, who were gong to see how the 
machine worked, were about 10 feet behind him. 
Parks had a lantern in his hand. When the door 
was opeued the gas confined in the vault rashed 
out insuch a volume as to reach the lantern and 
became ignited, enveloping the party in flames. 
Miss Cavender was so badly burned that she died 
this morning.

M. T. POLK AGAIN LN JAIL. 


THE TENNESSEE EX-STATE TREASURER RE- 
ARRESTED—HIS FLIGHT FEARED. 

NASHVILLE, May 8.—M. T. Polk, ex-State 
Treasurer, in whose accounts a deficiency of 
$400,000 was discovered by a legislative committee 
last January, and with tke story of whose flicht 
and capture in Texas the public are familiar, was 
arrested this morning by authority of a capias 
issued by Judge Allen, of the Criminal Court. The 


arrest was made on account of information re- 
ceived by Judge Allen to the effect that Polk was 
making arrangements to leave the country, and 
also on account of the insufficiency of the 
bond for $20,000 fer his appearance for 
trial. Sheriff Moore did not take Polk to jail, but 
assigned him tothe custody of a special deputy, 
who wil] take care of him until to-morrow, when 
Judge Allen will take further action in the matter. 
It is not known what arrangemerts Pelk waa mak- 
ing to leave when he was released from jail on the 
ground that furtber confinement would kill him. 
Ke went to his residence in this city and remained 
there for several weeks, at the end of which time 
he appeared on the streets looking very much iim- 
proved. His health seems to be very good at 
present. He spends nearly all his time with inti- 
mate friends, but rather shuns most of his ac- 
quaintances. It is not known what Judge Allen 
will do with the case, but it is believed he will in- 
crease the bond, which will be given by his friends. 
The arrest caused no little exeltement, and to- 
morrew’'s developments are awaited with interest.

THE SCOTT LIQUOR TAX LAW. 
CoLumgus, May 3.—Before the Supreme 
Court to-day the Attorney-General filed his motion 
in the Scott liquor bill case for an alternative writ 
of mandamus. This was asked for on account of 
the refusal of the Auditer of Athens County to 
comply with the notice sent him by the Attorney- 


General to publish a notice for the eollection of 
taxes, for the reason that he considered the act of 
the Legislature void. The Attorney Gen- 
eral in his brief stated that the acts 
of tke General Assembly were presumably 
legal, and it was not for an officer to decide the 
question. The assessmentsinposed were a lien on 
the property where liquor was sold, and colleetible 
the same as other taxes, and the probability was 
that sueh property could not be held as a 
lien if notice was not given. After the 
reading of the Attorney-General’s brief, Mr. 
Warrington, of the opposing counsel, said 
that Judge Hoadly and Mr. Kittridge, who 
were with him in the case, were not 
present, and Mr. Hoadly’s pressing engagements 
would prevent his giving it attention for three or 
four weeks. It became apparent that attor- 
neys representing the Liquor-dealers’ Associa 
tion were endeavoring to stave off the case 
until after the Republican convention, which 
will be held June O45. The opposition 
desired that the hearing be postponed unti! June 
11. The court decided, however, that the case be 
returnable on May 8 and the answers filed on or 
before the 24th. The final hearing will take vlace 
two days later.

MYRA CLARK GAINES VICTORIOUS. 
NEw-ORLEANS, May 3.—Judge Billings, in 
the United States Circuit Court to-day, decided the 
ease of Myra Clark Gaines against the city of New- 
Orleans in favor of the plaintiff. The suit has been 


pending for many years. The case had previously 
been referred to E. Sabourin, Master in Chancery, 
who, on March 16, reported to the court that the 
city was indebted to Mrs. Gaines forrent on the 
property that it had wrongfully disposed of on 
March 10, 1837, the sum of $824,660 50, with 
interest amounting to $779,401 58, making 
a total of $1,604,062 08 Counsel for 
the oity filed exceptions to tkis report of 
the Master in Chancery, and a decision on the 
points thus raised was given this morning. Judge 
Billings, after a long and exhaustive review of the 
ease, confirmed the report of the Master, but 
added certain interest to the amount mentioned 
above, bringing the total amount of judgment 
against the city up to $1,925,667 83, Judge Billings 
held that the defendants had kept the plaintiff out 
of the enjoyment of her property for 40 years, and 
the loss to the latter was represented by the judg- 
ment given, AnD appeal was taken to the United 
States Supreme Court. Mrs. Gaines is here, and is 
very mush elated over her success.

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CIVIL SERVICE REFORM WORK. 
—_——~————— 
THE ASSOCIATION IN THIS CITY COMMENT- 
ING ON VARIOUS MATTERS. 

In a brief address at the annual meeting of 
the Civil Service Reform Association last night Mr. 
George William Curtis, the President, said: ‘ Last 
July Congress did its best to cever civil service re 
form with ridicule. Within seven months from 
that time members of Congress were tumbling 
over each other in their eagerness to make the 
Civil Service Referm bill a law.” Secretary Potts 
read along report of the Executive Committee, 
in which an aeeount was given cf the work of the 
association during the past year. It was stated that 
there had been four special departments of work 
in which the association had been actively en- 
gaged. These were litigation relative to pelitioal 
assessments upon office-holders, the prosecution 
of efforts to procure national and State legisla- 
tion, the organization of local associations through- 


out the State, and the questioning of candidates 
for Congress and other positions touching their at- 
titude toward reform. 

With reference to the appointment of DeB. Ran- 
dolph Keim as Chief Examiner to the Civil Service 
Commission, the report says: ‘‘Publie disap- 
proval of the selection has been so strongly and 
universally expressed, that we cannot but hope 
that the commission may be induced to reconsider 
its action, which, in common with all friends of 
reform, we sincerely deplore. Yet the general 
attention which the selection has_ excited, 
and the vigorous condemnation with which 
it has been received, happily illustrates the intel- 
ligent interest whieh is taken in the subject and 
the public expectation that the law will be hone 
orably carried out io its spirit as well as in its let- 
ter.” In concludingits report, the Executive Com- 
mittee refers to the failure of President Arthur to 
reappoint Silas W. Burt Naval Officer at this Pert, 
as follows: ‘‘Col. Burt’s colleagues on this com- 
mittee feel that neither the fact that he 
is their associate nor his disinclination to have 
the matter alluded to can excuse them from 
recording with profound regret the removal from 
the position of Naval Officer at the Port of New- 
York, effected by his nomination at the close of 
his term to another office, which he eould not, 
under the eircumstances, accept without practical 
betrayal of the cause of reform. That it 
was possible that the public interests eould be 
compromised by his removal after the passage of 
the Referm bill is the most significant evidence of 
the extent to whieh the official conscience has been 
tainted by the nefarious system against which this 
assoelation is waging war, and it is an unmistaka- 
ble notification of the magnitude of the work yet 
ne be accomplished ere we shall reach a harbor of 
safety.”’

Sheis particular to state, 
however, that his mental condition is not such as

isa black-mailingscheme. There was not, she says, 
even the faintest ground for suspieion of improper 
intimacy between herself and Mr. Higley. One ef 
Mr. Johnson’s brothers, Mrs. Johnson ‘says, bad 
been confined in a lunatic asylum on and off 
for 14. years, and there was a_ vein of 
Insanity in the Johnson family. Mr. John- 
son, during his recent temperance trip 
to Australia and England, had a stroke of paraly- 
sis, and this she thinks to some extent might have 
affected his mind. About Mr. Jonnson’s pecuniary 
resources Mrs. Johnson says she does not know 
anything beyond the fact that he had not sup- 
ported her for years. It can beabundantly proved, 
she claims, from men who had business transac- 
tions with her husbard that he is not trustworthy. 
For herself she wished to say emphatically that 
she would not believe him even under oath. 

Mr. Higley said yesterday: “ There is not a word 
of truth in the charges made by Johnson against 
me from heginning to end. The Johnsons and I 
have always been close and intimate friends, and I 
never dreamed that anything coulda bring my rela- 
tions with them in questien. I am so surprised 
that I can hardly realize what has taken place. 
Johnson must be crazed by his insane jealous 
imaginings. His suspicions and charges are wicked- 
ly and maliciously false.” 

Mr. Johnson is devoting his whole time to the 
prosecution of the case against Higley. He says 
that facts will come out on the trial which cannot 
be explained away by the cry of black-mail ora 
cracked héad. The following affidavit in the case 
was furnished for publication yesterday from the 
office of counsel for the plaintiff: 

I hereby certify that as soon as Mr. Eli Johnson left 
the Remsen House in January, 1882, Mr. H. A. Higley 
poses. calling on Mrs. Mary C. Johnson. At firat Mrs. 
Johnson came down to the parlor to receive Mr. Hig- 
ley and took him with her up to her room, but after he 
had been calling awhile Mr. Higley went immeulately 
to Mrs. Johnson's room without sending up his name. 
Mr. Higley usually came in about 5. o'clock. They 
would remain in her room until the dinner bell 
rang, when Mrs. Johnson would leave Mr. Higley 
in her room and go down and eat her dinner. 
Then she would return to the roomand spend the 
time together until about 9 o’clock. Several times 
when I went to the door of Mrs. Johnson’s room 
after things I found it bolted or locked, with both 
Mr. Higley and Mrs. Johnson inside, Mr. Higley 
called upon Mrs. Johnson and went to her room 
generally every night in the week. ‘Sometimes they 
would fo out together and return at 10 or 11 o'clock, 
Mr. Higley continued calling for several months, and 
then for a time I thought he had ceased coming, until 
one night when I was in a position where he could not 
see me, he opened the door with a night key of Mrs. 
Johnson’s and went slipping up the stairs to Mra, 
Johnson’s room. After that I watched him more 
closeiy and frequently saw him come up to the door 
and peeping over the glass; if he saw any one he would 
knock on the glass, but if no one was in sight he would 
open the door with a night key and slip up to Mrs. 
Johnson's room. This he continued to do until the 
third night before Mr. Eli Johnson returned home, al- 
Ways remaining in the room with Mrs. Johnsen from 
two to four hours, and generally leaving about 9 
o'clock. This statement is atrue one. I make it for 
Mr. Johnson, without saat any pay for doing so.

A PAPER-DEALER MISSING. 


REPORTED DISAPPEARANCE OF ORRIN F. 
SMITH, LEAVING DEBTS UNPAID. 
Orrin F. Smith, paper manufacturers’ agent 
at No. 20 Reade-street, has failed and disappeared. 
There is much comment in the paper trade over 
his reported flight, and his liabilities were eurrent- 


ly reported all the way from $15,000 to $50,000. It 
is believed, however, that the last amount is 
greatly exaggerated and that his entire debts will 
prosesy not exceed $20,000. He disappeared from 

is office about a week ago and bas not since been 
seen or heard from by his creditors or emploves. 
He left no word that ne was going away. A com- 
mittee of creditors is at work on his books, mak- 
ffig an investigation to ascertain the condition of 
his affairs, to find what be has done with the money 
obtained, and to ascertain if possible whether 
there are any assets left. Asfaras the committee 
has been able to find out the debts are between 
$15,000 and $20.000, and there are very little assets 
left. One of the committee said yesterday that 
Mr. Smith had failed, ran away, and left his affairs 
ina bad shape. He thought the liabilities were 
about $15,000. and they might run up to $20,000. 
They had not completed their investigation, and 
could not tell definitely the amount; he left very 
littie assets, and they were trying to find where 
they were. 

The representative of Mr. Smith said yesterday 
that he did not think Mr. Smith took much money 
away with him; the trade reports that he owed 
$35,000 were greatly exaggerated and he did not 
believe he owed more than half that amount. He 
said that Mr. Smith had kept his affairs rery close 
and he could give no idea of the value of the assets 
left. It was ascertained that the greater part of 
the indebtedness is due to mills out of town, for 
which Mr. Smith sold the goods, among the cred- 
itors being the Oswego Paper Mills and Wilder & 
Co.. of Boston. Bradstreet’s reports for a year 
past have said that he was not known to have any 
financial responsibility. He was, since boyhood, 
employed by Wilder & Co., of Boston, later with 
Hager & Co., and afterward was a member of the 
firm of Smith & Atwood, of New-Boston, where, 
it was said, they failed. beth parties leaving town 
with firm debts unpaid; it is questioned if they 
have yet been fully wiped out. He was for atime 
omplese® as salesman in New-York City houses 
and became a member of the brokerage firm of 
Medberry & Smith, founded Deo. 15, 1881, and dis- 
solved about March 15, 1882, Mr. Smith continuing 
the business.

RING WITH THE BRIDGE TRUSTEES. 


A conference was held yesterday afternoon 
between the Committee on Opening of the Trus- 
tees of the East River bridge and a committee ap- 
pointed by the Brooklyn Aldermen. Acting Presi- 
dent Kingsley and Trustees Stranaban, Agnew, 
Witte, and Van Sehaick constituted the former 
committee, and Aldermen Dimon, MeCarty, and 
Houghton and Messrs. Ormsbee and Behman 
the latter. Mayors Edson and Low were 
also present. Mr. Kingsley presided. Alder- 
man Dimon said that the programme 
of the opening exereises, as far as made public, 
was not, in the opinion of the citizens of Brooklyn, 
as comprehensive as the occasion demanded. He 
suggested that more chance be given the people to 
vent their enthusiasm than the present programme 
provided. He thoucht that an illumination of the 
bridge and fire works from the towers in the even- 
ing would add to the interest of the demonstration. 
The committee did not favor a procession because 
the time to prepare a suitable one was not 


sufficient. Mr. Kingsley said that though the de- 
tails to the programme of the day were not com- 
plete, he would say that the committee intended 
to invite the President and Gov. Cleveland and 
other distinguished men to be present. It was prob- 
able that the Seventh Regiment would be invited 
to escort the guests in this City to the New-York 
approach to the bridge, where they would be taken 
in cha by the Twenty-third Regiment and 
escorted across the bridge. Both regiments would 
guard thestructure, The exercises would be held in 
the Sands-street building at the Brooklyn approach 
to the bridge. It had been expected that the 
Hon. William M. Evarts would deliver the oration. 
but in a courteous letter Mr. Evarts had deolined 
the henor, saying that his time was too fully oocu- 
pied to preparesuch an address as the occasion 
demanded. The Hon. Abram 8. Hewitt would 
therefore deliver the oration instead. Mayor 
Low said the people of Brooklyn desired to enter 
into the festivities as far as possible. Mr. Strana- 
han said the committee regretted that there was 
no place at either end of the bridge where a large 
number of people could congregate. All plans 
looking to sucha gathering had therefore to be 
abandoned. The oecasion seemed one of almost 
historical import. The committee therefore sought 
to carry the opening of the bridge into history 
by what was said rather than done. The commit- 
teé would be glad to receive suggestions from 
apy source and would gladly co-operate with the 
officers of both cities in arrangements for the 
celebration. 

Messrs. William McCabe, J. B. Ferguson, and 
William W. Cowen, representing the Central Labor 
Unions of New-York and Brooklyn, protested 
agiinst the bridge being opened upon May 24, that 
being the Queen's birthday. They also demanded 
that the laboring men of the two cities be repre- 
sented at the opening ceremonies. They argued 
that the opening of the bridge on the Queen's 
birthday would be a concession to a growing snob- 
bishness in this country and an Insult to American 
working men. Mr. Kingsley saidin reply that he 
did not believe that a member of the Board of 
Trustees knew when the day was fixed that it was 
the Yong Se birthday. Until the committee from 
the New-York Board of Aldermen, which bad been 
appointed to make a similar protest, appeared be- 
fore the Committee on Opening nothing could be 
done. After their protest was eonsidered the mat- 
ter would be decided. Hedid not hold out any 
hopes that the date of opening would be changed. 
Mr. Stranahan added that delegates from the labor 
unions would be welcomed at the opening cere- 
monies and be treated with as much attention as 
any men in the land. To change the date now 
would cause a great deal of trouble and expense. 
Had the opposition to opening the bridge on May 
24 been manifested before the date was fixed an- 
other day would have been selected.
